poached, and ſolitary ſtillneſs took poſſeſſion of all living things: 
at laſt he elpyed an old poor hermitage, wherein he purpoſed to 
reſt his Hoꝛte, and to take ſome. repalt after hig weary Journey, 
till the Sun had renewed his moming light, that he might kall to 
his Travel again: but entriug rhe Cottage he kound an aged Her- 
mit over woꝛm with years, and almoff conlumed with grief, with 
whom in chts manner he began to confer, 

Father (fatd he) for ſo you ſeem by your Gravity, may a Travel. 
ter for this night crave Entertainment withit your Cottage, not only 
for himſelf but his Horſe, or is there ſome City near at hand, vhere- 
unto I may take my Journey without danger? The old man ſtarting 
— 5 ſudden approach of S. George, replyed unto him in this 
Nder,

ſeven Champions of Chriſtendom. 
Sir Knight (quoth he) of thy Country I need not demand, for f 
know it by thy Burgoner, (for indeed thereon was graven the Arms 


of Tngland) but 1 ſorrow for thy hard fortune, that it is thy deſtiny 
to arrive in T of Eypt, wherein is not left ſufficient a- 
live to bury the dead, ſuch is the diſtreſs of this Land, through a dan- 


gerous and terrible Dragon, now ranging up and down-the 
which if he be not every day appeafe& witi the Body of a true Vir- 
gin, which he devoureth dovm his venemous Bowels, that day ſo neg- 
lected, will he breath ſuch a ſtink from his Noſtrils, whereof grows 4 
moſt grievous Plague and Mortahry of all things, whichuſe hath been 
obſerved for this tour and twenty years, and now there is not leſt one 
true Virgin but the Kmgs Daughter — 25 Egypt, which Dam- 
ſe] to morrow muſt be offered up in facrifice to the Dragon: There- 
fore the King hath made Proclamation, that if any Knight dare prove 
ſo adventurous as to combate with the Dragon, and preſerve his 
Daughters life, he ſhall in reward have her to his Wife, and the Crown 
of Egypt after his deceaſe. | 

This large profer ſo encouraged the Engliſh Knight, that he 
vowedeicher toredeem the Kings Daughter, oz elle to lol e his like 
in that honourable Enterpriſe. So tatbing his repoſe and nightiy 
roſt, in the old Mang Hermitage, till the chearkul Cock, being the 
true Meſlenger ol day, gave him warning of the Suns uprile, 
which cauſed him to bickle on his Armour, and to furniſh his 
Steed with ſtrong Habiliments of War, the which being done, he 
took his Journey, guided only by the old Hermit, to the Nalley where 
the Kings Daughter ſhould be offered up in ſacrifice: But when 
he — the light of the Mal ey, he elpyed a-faroffa moſt fair 
and beautiful Damſel, attired in pure Arabian ſilk, going to facri- 
fice, guarded to the place of — only by lage and modeſt Matrons: 
which woeful ſight encouraged the Engliſh Knight ro ſuch a kor⸗ 
wardneſs, that he thought every minute a day, till he had-redeem- 
ed the Damlel from the Dꝛagons Tyranny ; ſo approaching rhe 
Lady, he gave her tom koꝛt of delivery, and returned her back to her 
Fathers Palace again. 

After this the noble Knight,like a bold adventurous Champion, 
entredrye Nallv, where the D2agon had his reidence, who no loon⸗

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than a Tun. Thus weltred he from his hideous Den, and ſo 
fiercely aualeb rhe ſturdy Champion with his burning Wings, 
thar at the firſt Encounter he had almoſt felled him to the ground; 
Luc the Knight nimbly recovering himſelf, gave the Tꝛagon ſuch 
a thruſt with his Spear, that it ſhivered in a thouſand pieces; 
whereat the furious Pꝛagon fo fiercely (mote him with his vene- 
mous Tail, that down tell man and hozſe, in which kall two of 
S. George's Ribs were ſoze byuiſed; but yet ſtepping backward, 
it was his chance to leap under an Dzange Tree, which Tree had 
Cuch precious Uercue, that no venemous UWom durſt come with: 
in the compaſs of the Branches, no2 within ſeven foot thereof, 
where this valiant Knight reſted himſelf until he had recoverey 
his kozmer ſtrength ; who no ſooner tecling his Spirits revived, 
but with an eager Courage ſmote the burning T2agon under his 
yellow burniſht Belly, with his truſty Swozd Aſcalon, whereout 
came abundance ol ugly Uenome,that it ſprinkled upon the Cham: 
pions Armour, whereby immediately thzough the impoyſoned 
— of the Genome, his Armour burſt in rwain, and rhe 
good Knight tell into ſo grievous a dead{wound, that fo2 a time 
he lay breathleſs: but yer having that good memozy remaining 
that he tumbled under the Branches of rhe Oꝛange Tree, in 
which place the Dꝛagon could proffer him no further Violence. 
The fruit of the Tree being of ſuch an excellent Ucrtue, that 
whoſoever taſted thereof, ſhould preſently be cured of all manner 
of diſeaſes and infirmities whatſoever. So it was the noble 
Thampions good and happy fo2rune, a little to recover thꝛough the 
Ucrtne of the Tree, and to eſpy an Ozange which a little bekoze 
had dropped down, wherewith he lo rekzeſhed himſelf, that he was 
in ſhoꝛt time as ſound as when he began the Encounter. Then 
knecled he down, and made his Dibine Supplication to Heaven, 
that God would lend him (kor his dear Sons ſake) ſuch ſtrength 
and agiliryot Body, as to lay the furious and terrible Monſter; 
which being done, with a bold couragious heart, he {mote the 
Dꝛagon under the Wing, where it was tender without ſcale,

advantage, tiey being 12 toone; in this skirmifh S. George ſa 
valiantly behaved himſelf with 4 truſty Swoꝛd Aſcalon, that at

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one firokehe Jew thice of the Egyptian Knights, and bekoze the 
| Golden diamond ol Heavens had wand2cd the Zodlack the compals 
| of an hour. lome he dilmembzed of their heads, lome had their 
limbs topt off, ſome their bodies cut in twain, and ſome cheir in⸗ 
trals trapling down; io that not one was lett alive to carry news 
to Almidor,: the black King; which {od (during all rhe time of 
the Skirmiſh) atar off upon a Mountain top, to behold the ſucceſs 
of his hired Thampions. But when he law e Egyptians bloody 
Tragedies, and how the happy kozt une ot the Engliſch Knight had 
won the hoaour ot the day, he accurled his deſtiny, and accuſey 
the Queen ok Chance with craelty kor diſappointing his 
pꝛetended interpiiſe : but having ahcart still fraught with all 
wicked motions, ſecretly vowed in his Soul, to pragiſe by ſome 
other treachery S. Georges utter tonkuſion: ſo rinning bekoze 
to the Court ot King Prolomy, not revealing What had hapned to 
the twelve Egyptian Knights, but crying Victoria, victoria, the 
Enemy ot Egypt is flain..

Caparilons attended the coming or Saint George, Thus were 
all appointed to2 his honourable Entertainment, which they per⸗ 
foꝛmed in ſuch lolemn oꝛzder, that J lack Eloquence to deſcribe it: 
fo2 when he firſt encred the Gates ot the City, he heard luch a me⸗ 
lodioug Harmony of heavenly ſounding Mulick, that it ſeenred in 
his conceir to ſurpaſs the Cwcetneſs of all that ever he had heard 
beloꝛe. Then they moſt Royally pzeſented him wiih a lumptuous 
and coſtly ball of gold, & after inveſted him in that Ebony Chari⸗ 
ot, wherein he was conducted to the Pallace of King Ptolomy, 
where this noble and Pꝛincely minded Thampion, ſurrendzed up 
his Conqueſt and Mictozp to the hands of rhe beauteous Sabra :

the Banquet of his love, conducted him to his 8 . repoſe, 
where the lat upon his bed, and waꝛbled koꝛth moſt heavenly melody 
upon her Lute, till his ſenſes were overcome wilh a wert and 
flient Uecp, where ſhe left him fo2 that night, atter his late dange⸗ 
rous battel. Ao ſooner did Auroras radiant bluſh dil play the beau- 
ty of the Caſt, and the Sun ſhew his mozning countenance, but 
Sabra repaired to the Engliſh Champions lodging, and at his firſt 
upriũng pꝛelented him witha Diamond of moſt rare and excellent 
verruc, the which he wore upon his finger. Che next that entred

land, (aid the love ſick Sabra, Why art thou more obdurate than 
the flint, whom the tears of my true heart can never mollifie; ho 
many thouſand ſighs have I breathed for thy ſV eet ſake, Which I have 
{ent to thee as true meſſengers of my love, yet never wouldeſt tou 
requite me with a ſmiling countenance ? Refuſe not her, dear Lord 
of England, that for thy love will forſake Parents,Country, and in- 
heritance, which is the Crown of Egypt, and like a Pilgrun follow 
thee throughout the wide world: O therefore knit that Gordian knot 
of Wedlock, that none but death can afterwards untie, that I may 
then ſay, The Sun ſhall loſe his brightneſs, the Moon her tplendant 
beams, the Sea her tydes, and all things under the cope of heaven 
grow contrary to kind, before Sahza the heir of Egypt prove un- 
conftant to ſweet George of England. 
— Theſe woꝛds lo fired the Champions heart, that he was almoſt 
intangled in the ſnaresof love, which bekoze time only affected 
Martial Diſcipline: he yer to try her patience a little moze, made 
her this anſwer : Lady of Egypt, can'ſt thou not be content, that I 
have ventured my life to free thee from death, but I ſhould link my 
future fortunes in a womans lap, and fo bury all my honours in obli- 
vion? No, no, Saba, Geozge of England, isa Knight, born in 
a Country where true Chivalry is nouriſht, and hath ſworn to ſearch 
the world, fo far as ever the lamp of Keaven doth lend his light, be- 
fore he tie himſelf in the troubleſome Rate of Marriage; there- 
foreattempt me no more that am a ſtranger and a wanderer from 
place to place: but ſeek to aim at higher ſtates, as the King of Mo⸗ 
rocco, who will attempt to climb to Heaven to gain thy love, and good 
liking : At which ſpeeches ſhe ſuddenly replyed in this manner. 

The King of Moꝛzocco is as bloody-minded as a Serpent, but thou 
more gentle then a Lamb; his tongue as ominous as the ſcreeching 
night Owl, but thine more ſweet then the morning Lark: his kind 
imbracings like the ſtinging Snakes, but thine more pleaſant then the 
creeping Vine, What if thou beeſt a Knight of a ſtrange Country, 
thy body is more precious to mine eyes, than Kingdomes to my heart. 
There tay (Replyed the Engliſh Champion) I ama Chriſtian, thou 
2 Pagan; I honour God in Heaven, thou earthly ſhadows here be- 
low : therefore if thou wilt obtain my love and liking, thou muſt for- 
ſake thy Mahomer, and be chriſtened in our Chriſtian Faith. With all 
my ſoul, (an wered the 


Egyptian Lady) I will forſaxe my Coun- 
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burſt a Ring in twain, the one halfſhe gave to him in pledge of love, 
and kept the other half ſor her ſelf : and fo fo2 time de- 
par ted the Garden. 

During all the time of thele their diſcourſes, the treacherous 
minded Almidor ſtood liſtning to their ſpeeches, and kretted in⸗ 
wardly to the very gall, to gear the Miſtrels of his heart rejec his 
fozmer cout teſies: Theretoze intending now oz never to infringe 
their plighted hands, went in all haſte to the Egyptian Ring, and 
in this manner made his lupplicat ion. 

Know great Monarch of the Eaſt, that I have a fecret to unfold, 
which toucheth nearly the ſafeguard of your Countrey. It was my 
chance this evening at ſhutting up of Titans golden gates, to take

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Woch Letter being no ſooner ſubſcribed and ſealed with the 
Gzeat Seal of Egypt, bur St. George was diſpatched with 
Emballage ko Perſia, with the bloody Sentence of his own de- 
ſtruction, to the true delivery whereof, he was ſworn by the ho: 
nour of his Knight-hood, and fo2 his pawn he lekt behind him 
his good Steed, and his truſty (weed Afcalon in the keeping of 
Ptolomy the Egyptian King, only taking to2 his purvoy, and eaſic 
Travel, one of the Kings Poſes. 

Thus the innocent Lamb betrayed by the wily For, was ſent 
to the hunger-ffarved Lyons Wen, being lutfered nor once to give 
his Lady and Miſtrelg undezſtanding ot his ſudden departure, but

After he had read what was witten over the Gate, deſire of 
Fame lo incouraged him, and the rhirſt of Honour ſs imboldned 
his valiant mind, that he either vowed to redeem thoſe Ladies 
from their [ervitude,o2 dye with honour by the fury ot the Gyant; 
So going to theTaſtle Gate, he ſtruck lo vehemently thereon, with 
the Pummel of his Swoꝛd, that it ſounded like a mi thun⸗ 
der-clap: whereat Blanderon ſuddenly ſtarted UP, being laſfa-ſleep 
clofe by a Fountains side, and came pacing koꝛth of the Gate, 
with een De tree upon his neck: who at the ſight of the Italian 
Champion ſo lightly flouriſhed it about his head, as though it 
had been a light Curtle-Are, and with theſe words gave the No- 
ble Charipion entertainment.

Ivoꝛy hzeaſt, the heard the diſtrelled Knight give a grievous and 
Terrible groan, whereat ſhe ſtopped her remozſeleſs hand, and with 
more diſcretion tendzed her own ſafety : koꝛ by this time the balm 
wherewith ſhe anointed his body, by wonderful operation, reto⸗ 
-vered the dead Thampion, inlomuch that atter ſome few gaſps 
and deadly ſighs, he raiſedup his ſtiff lnnbstrom the cold Earth, 
where like one caſtinto a trance, łoꝛ a time he gaiſed up 4 down 
the Mountain, but at the laſt having recovered his loſt tenſes, e- 
Ipied the Thracian Damlel ſtand by not able to ſpeak; one woꝛd 
her joy ſo abounded: but after ſome continuance of time he reveal:

Vigozy; & ſpe the cauſe of his recovery, and her intended Tragedy.

Country, and the 
beginning of our impriſonment began in this unfortunate marmer: 

The King my Father, ordained a ſolenm hunting to be holden through 
the Land, in which honourable paſtime, my ſelf, in Corapany of my 
ſix ſiſters was preſent. So in the middle of our ſports, wheu the Lords 
and Barons of Thracia were in chaſe after a mighty ſne Loyn, the 
Heavens ſuddeiily began to Jour: the Firmaments overcaſt, and 
a general darkneſs overſpread the face of the whole earth: then 
preſently roſe ſuch a ſtorm of lightning and thunder, as though Hea- 
ven and Earth had met together: by which our Lordly troops of 
Knights and Barons were ſeparated one from another, and we. poor 
Ladies forced to ſeek for ſhelter under the bottom of this high. and 
ſteepy Mountain: where when tis cruel Gyant Blanderon efpycd us, 
as he wal ed upon his Battlements, he ſuddenly deſcended the Mountain, 
and fetcht us all under his arm up into tlie Caſtle, where ever fince we 
have lived in great ſervitude; and for the wonderful transformation 
of my ſix Siſters thus, it came to paſs as followeth.

Sa when this Monſtrous Gyant 
law that his intent was croſt, and how there was none left behind 
to ſupply his want, but my unfoztunateſelf, he reſtrained his fil- 
thy lug, not violating my honour with any ſtain of mnkamy, but 
kept me ever ſince à moſt pure virgin, onely with kweet infpiring 
Muſick to bzing him to his lleep.. "gk ER i 

us have you heard (moſt Noble Knight) the true Diſcourſe 
of iny moſt-unhappp koꝛtuneg, and the wanderkul transkozmation 
ol my ar Siſters, whole loſs to this day is 'gteatty lamented 
thꝛoughout all Thracia: and with that wozd ſhe made an end of 
her Tragical diſcourſe, not able to utter the reft for weeping. 
Whereat the Knight being oppzeſſedrhen with like ſoxrow imbza⸗ 
ted her about the lender walt, and thus kindly began to e 
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Molt dear and kind Lady, within whoſe countenance J ſte how 
vertue is inthzoned, and in whoſe mind lives true magnanimity, 
let theſe few woꝛds ſuffice ro comfozt thy ſoxrowful cogitations. 
Firſt think that the heavens are moſt beneficial unto thee, in me 
ſerving thy chaſtity from the Gyants inſatiate deſires; then 
thy delivary by mp means from thy Claviſhſervitnde : thirdly E 172 
that thou remaining in 8 ſhape and likeneſs, may li 
to be the means of thy Siſters transfozmation : Therefoze dry 
up theſe Chzyſtial pearled tears, and bid thy long continued ſo2- 
rows adue, ko; grief is companion with deſpair, and deſpair a 
pocurer ot infamous death. 

Thus the wokul Thracian Lady was comfo2ted by rhe Noble 
chꝛiſtian Champion: where after a tew kind grætings, they intended 
to travel to her Fathers tourt, there to relate what hapned to her 
Siſters in the caſtle, likewiſe the Gyants confuſion, and her own 
ſafe delivery, by the illuſtrious pzoweſs of rhe chzifftian Knight. 
So taking the keys of the caſtle, which were of a wonder: 
ful weight, they locked up the gates, and paced hand in 
hand down the ſteepy mountain, till they appzoached the Thracian 
court, which was diſtant from the caſtle ſome ten miles: but by 
that time they had a ſight of the Palace the Sun was wandzed to 
the under wo2ld, andthe light of heaven ſar mufled up in clouds

At which 
woꝛds thePo2ter beingravith with ſoy, in all haſte ran tothe Stee- 
ple, and cauſed the Sells toceaſe, whercat the King of Thracia 

eing at his royal Supper, and hearing the Bells to ceaſe their 

wonted melody, ſuddenly ſtarted upkrom his Pꝛincely ſeat, and 

itke a man amazed ran to the Pallace gate, whereat he found 
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bis Daughter Roſalinde in company of a range Knight: which 
when he beheld, his jay ſo exceeded, that he lounded in his Taugh⸗ 
ters bolome, but being recovered to his fozmer lente, he bꝛought 
them up into his Pꝛincely Hall, where thelr entertainments 
were ſo honourahle and ſo gratious in the eyes of the whole Court, 
that it were to tedious and overiong to delcrihe: but their joy 
continued but a ſho2t ſeaſon, koz it was pꝛelently dacht with Ro- 
ſalindes Tragical Diſcourſe :_ foz the good Old King when he 
heard of his 2aughters trangfomations, and how 175 lived in 
the ſhape of milk⸗ white Swans, he rent his locks of Mver hair, 
which time had dyed with the pledge of wildome: his rich Im- 
bꝛoidzed Garments he toze in many pieces, and clad his aged 
lumbs in a dilmal black, and (able mantle, as dilcontented then 
as the wokul King of Troy, when he beheld his own Son dꝛagged 
by the hair of the head up k down the ſtreets : alſo hecommanded 
that his Knights & adventurous Champions, inſtead of gliſtring 
Armour, ſhould wear the TWeeds ok Death, moze black in hue 
then Winters darkeſtnights, andall the Courtly Ladies and gal- 
lant Thracian Maidens, inſtead of ülben veſtimenrs, he com- 
manded to wear both heavy lad and melancholly Omaments, and 
eben as unto a ſolemn kuneral, to attend him to the Gyants Caſtle, æ 
there obſequioufly to offer up unto the angry deſtinies, many a 
bitter ſigh and tear, in remembrance of his transfozmed Waugh⸗ 
ters; which Decree of the lozrowkul Thracian King was perkozm⸗ 
ed with all convenient ſpeed: koz the next mozning no ſooner 
had Phebus caſt his beauty into the Kings Bed⸗ chamber, but he 
apparelled himſelf in mourning Garments, and in company of 
his melancholly train, ſet forward to his wotul Pilgrimage. 
But here we muſt not fozget the Pzincely minded Thampion of 
Italy, noz the Noble minded Roſalinde, who at the Kings depar⸗ 
ture towards the Caſtle, craved leave to ſtay behind, and nor ſo 
ſuddenly to begin new travels : —_— uickly the King con- 
deſcended, conſidering their late Journey the evening bekoze: ſo 
taking the Caſtle keys from the Champion, he bad his Pallace a- 
due, and committed his Foztune to his ſozrowful journey; where 
we leave him in a wozldek diſcontented paſſions, and a while dil⸗ 
courſe what d ts the chꝛiſtian Champion and his beloved La- 
dy: fo2 by that time the Sun had thzice meaſured the UWozld 
with his reftleſs Steeds, and thꝛice his uſter Lana wandzed to the 
Weſt, the Noble Italian Knight grew weary of his long continu- 
ed reſt, and thought it a great diſhonour and a ſcandal to his vali- 
ant mind, to remain where nought but Chamber fpozts _— 
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ident, c deſired rather to abide in a Court that entertained the 
dolekul murmuring of tragedies, 02 where the joyful ſound o 

Dzums and Trumpets ſhould be heard: theretoze he took Rofalinge 
by the hand, being then in a dump fo2 want at her father, to whom 
the Noble Knight in this manner expzelled his letret intent. 

My moſt devoted Lady and Miſtreſs ((ad the Champion) a ſe. 
cond Dido for thy love, a ſtain to Uenus for thy beauty, Penelopes 
compare tor conſtancy, and for chaftity the wonder of all Maids : 
the faithful love that hitherto I have found ſince my arrival, for e- 
ver {hall be ſhrined in my heart and before all Ladies under the cope 
of heaven, thou ſhalt live and dye my loves true Goddeſs : and for thy 

lake 1'le ſtand as Champion againſt all Knights in the World: But to 
impaire the honour of my Knighthood, and to live like a Carpet Dan- 
cer in the laps of Ladies I will not; though I can tune a Lute in a 
Princes Chamber, I can found a fierce Alarumin the field ; honour 
calls me forth dear Rolalinde, and fame intends to buckle on my Ar- 
mour, which now lies ruſting in the Idle Court of Thꝛate. There- 
fore I am conſtrained (though moſt uuwillingly) to leave the comfor- 
table ſight of thy beauty, and commit my forruue to a longer Travel; 
but I proteſt whereſoever I become,or in what Region ſoever I be har- 
bourcd, there Will J maintain to the loſs of my life, that both thy 
love, conſtancy, beauty, and chaſtity, ſurpaſſeth all Dames alive: 
and with this promiſe, my moſt Divine Rotalinve, I bid thee fare- 
wel. But bekoze the honourable minded Champion could finiſh 
what he purpoſed to utter, the Lady being wounded inwardly 
with crrceam grief, not able to endure to kp filent any longer, 
but with tears falling from her eyes, bake off his ſpech in this 
manner: 

Sir Knight (Caid ſhe) by whom my liberty hath been obtain d: the 
Name of Lady and Miſtreſs wherewith you entitle me, is too high and 
proud a Name, but rather call me hand-Maid, or ſervile ſlave, for 
on thy Noble perſon will I eyermore attend: It is not Theace can 
harbour me when thou art abſent, and before I do forſake thy com- 
pany and kind fellowſhip, Heaven ſhall be no Heaven, the Sea no 
Sea, nor the earth no earth; but if thou proveſt unconſtant, as Ni-- 
nus did to Stilla, who for his ſake ſtole her Fathers Purple Hat, 
whereof depended the ſafery of his Country,. or like wandring Ae- 
neas forſake the Queen of Carthage: theſe tender and ſoft hands of 
mine ſhall never beunclaſped, but hang upon thy Horſe-bridle till 
my body like 'Theſtus Son be daſht in ſander againſt hard flinty 


one : Therefore forſake me not dear Knight of Chriſtendom. If 
ever 
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ever Camina proved to her Sinatus,or Alſione to her Lover, Ro: 
ſalinde will be as true to thee: ſo with this plighted promiſe ſhe 
caught him faſt about his neck, from whence ſhe would not uncloſe 
her hands till he had vowed by the honour of true Chivalry, to make 
ker ſole companion, — only partner in his travels: and 10 in this 
oꝛder it was accompliſhed? 

They being both agreed, ſhe was moſt trimly attired like a 
Page in green Sartenet, her hair bound up moſt cunningly with 
a (ilk liſt, artificially wꝛought with curious knots, thatſhe might 
travel without ſuſpicion o2 blemiſh of honour : Her Rapfer wag 
a Turkiſh blade, and her Poyniard of the fineſt faſhion, which che 
woze at her back tyed with an Dzange tawny coloured ſcarf, beat: 
tified with Taſſels of unknown ilk, her Buskins of the ſmooth: 
eſt Kids Skins, her Spurs of the pureſt Lydian ſteel, in which 
when the nobleand beautiful Lady was attired, ſhe ſeemed 
in ftature like the God of Love, when he ſat dandled upon 
Didoes Lap, oz rather Animede Loves Minion 02 Adonis, when 
Venus ſhewed her white Skin to entrap his cyes to herunchaſt de - 
ſires. But to be bziek, all things being in readineſs fo2 their de: 
parture from Thrace, this famous wo2thy Knight mounted on his 
eager Steed, and the magnanimous Roſalinde on her gentle Pal- 
krey, in pace mo2e eafie then the winged winds, oz a Cock-boat 
floating upon chꝛyſtal greams, they both bad adue to the Cotin- 
trey of Thracia, and committed their journey to the Qucen of 
chance: Therefore ſmile heavens, and guide them with a moſt 
happy ſtar, until they arrive where their ſouls do moſt deſire, The 
brabeſt and boldeſt Knight that ever wandzed by the way, and the 
moſt lovelieſt Lady that ever eye beyeld. 

In whole travels my mule mult leave them fo2 a ſeaſon, and 
ſpeak of the Thracian Wourners, which by this time had warered 
the carth withabundance of their Ceremonious tears.,and made 
the Elements true witneſſes of their fad Laments, as hereafter 
kolloweth in this nert Chapter.

How St. Andrew the Champion of Scotland, travelled into a Vale of 
walking Spirits, and how he was ſet at liberty by a going Fire, after 
his journey into Thracia, here he recovered thefix IT adies to their 
natural ſhapes, that had lived ſeven years inthe likeneſs of milk - 
white Swans, with other accidents that befel the moſt Noble Cham- 
pion. 
be ok the honourable adventures of S. Andrew, the famous 
4 V Champion of Scotland, muſt J dilcoutte, whoſe ſeven —. 
travels 
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travels were as ſtrange as any of the other Champions: Foz after 
he had departed kzom the bzazen Pillar, as you heard in the be⸗ 

ginning ot rhe Hiſtozv, he traveled mwg manꝑa ſtrange and un- 
known ation, beyond the cirtuit of the Sun, where but one 
-time in the year he ſhows his byightſome beams, but .continual 
darkne(s over-[preads the whole Country, and there lives a kind ot 
people, that have heads like dogs, that in ertremityof hunger do 
dsvour one another, from which people this noble Champion 

was ſtrangely deitvered, where arter he had wandzed ſome certain 

days, neither leeing the glabtome brightneſs or the Sun, no2 
the comtoztable countenance of the Mon, but only guided by dus- 
kie Planets of the Elements, he hapned to a Uale of walking 
Spirits, which heſuppoſed to be the very dungeon of burnin 
Acheron: there he heard the blowing unſeen fires, boyl- 
ing ok Furnaces, ratling of Armour, trampling of Hoſes, ging⸗ 
ling of Chains, lumbzing of Jron, rearing of Spirits, and 
ſuch like hozrid noiſes, that it made rhe Scottiſh Champion al- 
moſt at his wits end. But pet having an undaunted courage, 
exempring all fear, he humbly made his [upplication to heaven, 
that od would deliver him front that dilcontented place of terroz, 
t lo preſently as the Champion kneled down npon the barren 
ground (whereon grew neither, herb, flower, graſs, no2 any other 
green thing)he beheld a certain flame of fire, walking up # down 
bekoze him, whercat he grew in ſuch an crtaſie of fear,that he ſtood 
fo2 a time amazed, whether it were beſt to gofo2ward, oz to ſtand 
ſtill: but yet retaking his ſenſes, he remembyed himſelf, how he 
had read in fo2mer times of a going fire, called Ignis faruus, the. 
fire of deſtiny : by ſome, Will with the wiſp, o: Will with the 
Lanthorn : & likewiſe, by ſome (imple country people, The fair 
Maid of Ireland, which commonly uſed to lead wandzing travel⸗ 
lers out ot their ways: the like imaginations entred the Cham- 
pions mind. So incouraging himſelf with his own conteits, and 
chearing up his dull ſenſes, late oppꝛelſled with extream fear, he 
directly followed the going fire, which lo juſtly went before him, 
that by that time the guider of the night had climbed twelve 
degrees in the Zodiack, he was ſafely delivered from rhe Uale ol 
walking Spirits, by the direction of rhe going fire. 

Now began the Sun to dance about the firmament, which he 
had not ſeen in many months befo2e, whereat his dullſenſes much 
rejoyced, being long covered bekoꝛe with darkneſs, that every ſtep 
he trode, was as pleaſurable, as though he had walked in a — 1 
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bedeckt with all kind ok fragrant flowers. ; 

At laſt, without any further moleſtation, he arrived within the 
Territoꝛies of Thracia,a country as pou have heard in the tozmer 
Chapter, adozned with the beauty of many fair wods & Forrefts, 
though which he travelled with ſmall reſt, and leſs ſleep, till he 
came to the foot- of rhe Mountain, whereupon food the Caſtle 
wherein the woful Kingof Thracia, in company of his ſozrowful 
ſubjects, (till lamented the unhappy deſtinſes ol his fir daughters 
turned into Swans, having crowns of gold about their Mecks; 
Ihen the valfanr champion S. Andrew beheld the lofty [cituati- 
on of the caſtle, æ the invincible ſtrength it leemed to be ol, he ex⸗ 
pectedſome ſtrange adventure ro bekall him in the ſaid calle, ſo 
pꝛeparing his Sword in readinels, and buckling cloſe his Armoz, 
which was a ſhirt of filver Mall koꝛ lightneſs in travel, he climed 
the mountain, whereupon he elpyed the Gyant lying upon a crag- 
gy rock, with his Limbs and members all rent and rom, by the 
kuryol hunger⸗ſtarved Fowles : which loathſome ſpectacle was 
no little wonder to the wozthy champion, conſidering the mighty 
ſtature and bigneſs of the Gyant: where leaving his Pputrified 
tody to the winds, he appzoached the gates: where atter he had 

-cad the ſuperfcription over the ſame, without any interruption,en- 
tred the Caſtle, whence he erpetted a fierce encounter by ſome 
Bnight that ſhauld have defended the ſame, but all things fell 
out tontrary to his imagination, fo2 after he had found many a 
ſtrange novelty c hidden ſecret cloſed in the lame, he chanced at 
laſt to come where the Thracians duly obſerved their ceremonious 
Moltznings, which in this ozder were daily perkozmed, firſt upon 
Sundays, which in that country is the firſt day in the Week, all 
che Thracians attired themſelves atterthe manner ol Bacchus ꝛieſts, 
4 burndd perkumed Incenle, with ſweet Arabian Frankincente, upon 
U religious Shine, which they offered to the Sun as chiek gover- 
nour of that day, thinking thereby to appeaſe the angry deſtinies, 
c to recover the unhappy Ladies ta their fozmer ſhapes : upon 
Mon days, clad in Garments after the Silvanes, a colour like to 
the waves of the Sea, they offered up their tears to theWan,heing 
the gnider and Miſtrels 9 that day: upon Tuck days like Soul- 
dierg trailing their banners in the duſk, & dꝛums (ounding lad d 
dolekul melody, in ſign of diſcontent, they committed their pꝛo⸗ 
ceeding to the nlealure of Mars, being ruler x guider of that day; 
upon dedneſ day life Schollars unto Mercury: Upon, Thurſday 
like Potentateg, td Love; tion Kridaxs like lovers with — 
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lounding Muſick to Venus; and upon Saturday like manual pꝛo⸗ 
kelloꝛs, to the angry and dilcontented Saturn. 

Thus the woful Thracian King, & his ſozrowful ſubjects, con⸗ 
ſumed ſeven Months away, one while accurſingF92tunes! delpight, 
another while the heavens of injuſft:ce: the one koz his childzens 
transkozmations, the other ko; their long limited puniſhments, 
But at laſt when the ScottiſhChampion heard what bitter moan- 
the Thracians made about the River, he demanded the cauſ? and ta 
what purpoſe they obſerved ſuch ceremonies, contemning the 
Wajeſtyot Jchovah, & only wozſhipping but oufward and vain 
Gods, to whom the Kingatter a few lad tears {rained from rhe 
tonduits of his aged eyes,Replyed in this manner. 

Bolt Noble Knight, fo lo vou {em bp your geſture and other 
outward appearance, (quoth the Ring,) it you deſire to know the 
cauſe of our continual grief, ck 
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Thus —— heard (moſt woꝛthy Kt. The woful Tragedy 


of my daughters, fo; whoſe ſakes J will ſpend the renmant 
of heavily complaining of appointed 
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mind furniſhed with all Pꝛintely thoughts, and a tongue waſht in 
the F-untain of Elocuence) thus replped, to the comtozr and 
great rejoycing of the TCompanxg. 

Moſt Tobie Sing (quoch the Champion) your heavy and dolo⸗ 
rous diſcourſe hath conft-ained my heart to a wondercul paſtizn, 
end compelled my vers ſoul to rue youlr daughters miteries, But 
vet a greater griet᷑ ⁊ deeper ſoꝛrow than tha! itz taken poleſſion 
of my bzeaſt, whereof my eyes have been witnels, and inv ears 
unhappy hearers of your misbeliek, J mean vouc unchyi:tian 
faith : Foz J have ſeen ſinte my firf arrival into this lame Cattle, 
pour pꝛophane t vain wo2ſhip of ſtrange + falle Gods, as of Phc- 
bus, Luna, Mars, Mercury, t luch like Poetical names, whicy the 
Majesty of high Ichovah utterly tontemns. But Magnificent 
Governour ot Thracia it you ſeeł to recover your daughters by hum⸗ 
ble pꝛayer, ⁊ to ohtain your ſouls content by true tears, you inuct 
abandon all ſuch vain Ceremonies, and with true hunulitp be- 
lieve in the Chꝛiſtians God, which is the God of wonders, k chicf 
Commander of the rouling Elements, in whole quarcel This uns 
conquered Arm, and this undaunted heart ok mine thill fight: 
and now he fr known to thee great King of Thrace, that Jam a 
Chziſtian Champion, by birth a Knight of Scotland, bearing my 

ountries Arms upon my bꝛeaſt (loꝛ inderd thercon he boze a it- 
ver Crolg, let in blue ilk) and therekoze in the honour of Thei= 
ſtendom, J challenge kozth the proudef Knight at arins, again(t 
whom 7 Will maintain that our God is the true God, and the reſt 
fantaſtical and vain Ceremonies. Jt 

Which ſudden and unexpeced challenge, ſo daunted the Thra- 
cian Champions, that rhey ſtood amazed fo2 a me, Jang upon 
one another, like men dꝛopt from the clouds: hut at laſt conſulting 
together, how the challenge of the ſtrange Knight, was to the 
dſſhonourof their country, e utter ſcandal ofall kn hre, digni. 
ty: they with 1 conſent traved leave ot the King, that the 
challenge might be taken, who as willingly condeſcended as they 
aemanded. So both time and place was appointed, which was 
the nert moꝛning following, by the Kings tomandment, upon a 
large and plain Medaw clole by the Kiver Ude, whereon the fx 
Swans were fwimming, whereupon after the Chꝛiſtian Cham⸗ 
pion had caſt down his ſtecly Gauntler, and the Thracian Knighr 
accepted thereof. 2 departed fo2 that night, rhe challenger 
tothe Eaft fide ot the Caſtle to fa and the defendants ro 
the elt, where they flept quierly till the next morning, who by 
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the bzeak of day, were wakened bo a Heraldof Arms: but all the 
paſſed night, our ScottiſhT on never entertained one moti⸗ 
tion of reſt, but buſted himſelf in trimming bis hozle, buckling on 
his Armour, Lating on his Burgonet, and making 1 
didine Majeiky of God, ko; the conqueſt and vicozy, till the moz- 
nings beauty chafed away the tarkneſs of the night, and no lon⸗ 
er were the windows of the day kull opened, but the dallant and 
noble minded Champion of Chiſtendom entred the liſt, where the 
King in company of the Thracian Lozds was pꝛelent to behold 
Ls — ob and _ 7 Es — 4 — 1 — thzice ogg 

8 hozte up & down t „ hab ng Lante 
the top wherecf hung a Pendant of Gold, whoſe Poſte was thus 
wzitten in (ilver Letters, This day a Martyr or a Conqueror: 
Then entred a Knight in exceeding bzight Armour, mounted up⸗ 
on a Courler as white as the Nonthern Snow, whole capariſon 
was of the colour of the Elements, betwixt whom was a fierce 
incounter: but the Thracian had the koil x with diſgrace departed 
the Lifts. Then ſecondly, entered another Knigyr in Armour, 
varniſhed with green varniſh, his ſtecd of the colour of an iron 
gray: who likewiſe had rhe repulſe 2 the wozthy Chaiſttan, 
Thirdly, entered a Knight in a black » Mounted upon a 
big boned Palfrey, covered with a vale of table Silk, in his hand 
he bozea Lance nailed round about with plates of ſteel: which Kt, 
amongſt the Thracians was accounted the ſtrongeſt in the wotid, 
extept ft were thoſe Gyants that deſcended from a monſtrous 
nage: but noſooner encountered theſe hardy Champions, but their 
Lances ſhivered in ſunder, & flew ſo violently into the ayr, that 
it much amazed the beholders, then they alighted from her ſte ds, 
and ſo ny Rn them with their ken Faulchions, that 
the fiery ſparkles flew ſo fierce from theſe Noble C | 
ſtelyHelnets, as from an Jron Anvil: But the combat 
not very long, befoze the moſt hardy Scottiſh Knight el pyed an ad⸗ 
vantage, wherein he might ſhew his marchleſs toztitude : where: 
upon he ſtruck ſuch a mighty blow upon the Thracians Burgonet, 
that it cleaved his head juſt down to his ſhoulders : whereat the 
King ſuddenly ſtarted from his ſeat, and with a wzathkul counte⸗ 
nance thꝛeatned the Champions death in this manner: 

P2oud Chziſtian (ſaid the King) thou ſhalt _ bis death, & 
curſe the time that ever thou cameſt to Thracia : his blood we will 
revenge upon thy head, and quit thy committed crueliy with a 


ludden death: and lo in company of ahundz2ed armed Knights, he 
Y 2 encom ; 
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encompadſed the Scottiſh champion, intending by multitudes to 
murder him. But when the Ualiant Knight S. Andrey law how 
he was luppꝛeſt by rreachery, and invironed with mighty troops, 
de called to Heaven koz ſuccou, and animated himfelf by theſe - 
Woꝛds of encouragement 3; Now for the honour of Chriſtendom, 
this day a Martyr or a Conquerour: and thercwithal he ſo vati- 
antly behaved himſelf with his curtle-Ax, that he made lanes ot 
murthered men, and telled them down by multitudes, like as rhe 
Hat beſt men doth mow down ears of ripened con, whereby they 
fell betoze His face like leaves from tres, when rhe Summers 
pꝛide declines her gloꝛy. So at the laſt afrer much bladed, the 
thracian King was compelled to yield to the Scottich champions 
mercy, who lwoze him fo2the ſafety of his life, ts tozſake his p 
phane Religion, and become a chiiſtian, whole living true Eos 
the Thracian King vowed fo) evermoze to wozchip, and ſhereupsa 
he kiſt the champions Sword. ; : 

This converſion of the Pagan King, ſo pleaſed ty? Majeſty ot 
God, that he pyeſently gave end to his daughters puniſhments, 
r turned the Ladies to their fozmer ſhapes. But when the King 
beheld their \moth Feathers, Which were as white as Lillies, ex⸗ 
changed to natural fairneſs, and that their black Bills and lender 
Necks were converted to their firſt created beauty (where koz 
external fairneſs rhe Queen of le ve might build her Paradice) he 
bad adue to his grief and long continued ſoꝛrows, pꝛoteſting ever 
after to continue a true chriſtian loꝛ the Scottiſh champions lake; 
by whom and by whoſe Divine Dziſons, his Daughters obtain⸗ 
ed their koꝛmer features ; ſo taking the Chailtian Knight in com- 
pany of the fir Ladies, to an excellent rich chamber pꝛepared with 
all things accozding to their wiſhes, where firſt the Chaiſtian 
Knight was unarmed, then his wounds waſhed with white-wine, 
new⸗milk, and roſe Mater, and ſo after ſome dainty repaſt, 
conveyed to his nights repole. The Ladies being the joytulleſt 
creatures under heaven, never entertained one thought of ſleep, 
but paſſed the night in their Fathers company, (whole mind was 
raviſhed with unFpcakable pleaſures)till the momings meſſengers 
bad — good moꝛrow. : 

Thus all things being pꝛepared in a readfneſs, they departed 
rhe Caftle, not like mourners to a heavy Funeral, but in tri- 
umphing manner, marching back to the Thracian Pallace, with 
freaming banners in the wind, Dzums and trumpets [dunding 
eykul melody, and with ſweet inſpiring Mullck, cauſed the 172 

retoun 
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reſound with Harmony: But no ſooner were they entred the 
Pallace (which was in diſtante from the Gyants Caſtle, tome ten 
miles) but their Triumphs turned to£xceeding ſozrow, ko; Roſa- 
linde with the Champion of Italy, as vau have heard befo:e, was 
departed the Court; which unexpected news fo daunted the whole 
company, but eſpecially the King, thar the triumphs foz that 
time were deferred, and Peſſengers diſpatcht in purſuit ol rhe 
adventurous Italian, and lovely Roſalinde, — 

Likewiſe when S. Andrew of Scotland had intelligence how it 
was one of thoſe Knights which was impziloned with him under 
the wicked inchantreſs Kalyb, as you heard in rhe firit beginning 
of the Hiſtozy, his heart thirſted fo2 his moft Honourable compa⸗ 
ny, and his eyes ſeidom cloſed quietly, no2 took any reſt, until 
he was like wife departed in the purſuit of his (won kriend, which 
was the next night following, without making 3 
with his intent: likewiſe when the x Ladies underſtood the le⸗ 
crec departure of the Scottiſh Champion, whom they affected dear- 
er then any Knight in the wozld, they ſtozed themſelves with 
Cſtifficient treaſure, and by Ceaith took their journeys from their 
Fathers ace, intending either to find out the vidozious Et 
appꝛoved Knight of Scotland, oz to end their lives in lome F02- 
raign Region. | 

The rumour of whoſe departure no ſoner came to the Kings 
ears, but he purpoſed the like travel, either to obtain the fight ot 
bis Daughters again, o to make his tomb beyond the circuir of 
the Sun. So attiring yimſelf in homely Ruder, like aPilgrim, 
with an Ebon ſtaff in his hand, tipt with filver, took his journey 
all unknown from his Pallace, whoſe ſudden and ſecret depar⸗ 
ture (fruck ſuch an extream and intolerable heavineſs inthe Court, 
that the Pallace gates,were ſcaled up with ſable Mourning⸗cloath, 
the Thracian Lo2ds exempted all plggſure, c like flocks of ſheep 
ſtrayed up and down without thep ds, the Ladies & Courtly 
Gentles ſat ſighing in their pꝛibate Chambers: where we will 
leave them fo2 this time, and ſpeak of the ſucceſs of the other 
— and how Foztune Umiled on their adventurous po. 
ceædings.

Bu. now of that baliant and hardy Knight at Arms, S. Pa- 
D trick the Champion oc Ireland, muſt 4 [peak, wyole adven- 
turo:is accidents were lo notly pe:fozmed, ti ar if my pen were 
made of Stel, ſhould Þ wear it to the ſtumps to declare his 
pꝛowels, and wozthy Adventures. When he departed from 
the Bzazen Pillar, trom the other Champions, the Heavens 
ſmiled with a kind aſpect, and ſenr hum luch a ſtar to be his guide, 
that it led him to no Courtly pleaſures, no2 to vain-delights, but 
to rhe Thꝛone of tame, where honour tat enſtalled upon a ſeat of 
Gold. Thither travelled the Marlike champion of Ireland, whoſe 
illuſtrious battels the Nozthern Illes have Cronicled in leaves of 
Balg: therefoze Ireland be proud, fo2 from thy bowels did 
ſpung a Champion, whoſe pꝛowels made the Eneinſes or Chult 
to tremble, and watred the Earth with ſtreams. of Pagans 
blood: witneſs whereof the Ille of Rodes, the key and ſtrength 
of Chziſtendom, was recovered from the Turks, by his Mar⸗ 
tial and invincible pzoweſs ; where his dangerous Battels, 
fierce encounters, bloody Skirmiſhes, and long Aflaults would

Saty2s, who cruelly and tyrannitally attempted the ruine and 
endleſs ſpoyl of their unſporredThrginities.

in Chziſtendome, as in rhoſe Nations that ire woke, wp no. true 
God: which as fo2 this time J omit, and only diſcourſe what hay 
ned unto him among the Tartarians: Foz being in the Emperonr

curious wozk of Indian UUomen, upon whoſe ſhield was ſet a gol- 


den Griffen rampant in a Fieldot blew, 
Againſt him came the Count Palatine, Son and heir apparent 


to the Tartarian Emperour ; bzought in by twelve Knights, rich- 
ly furniſhed with habiliments of Honour, who 22 thꝛee times 
about the Liſs beloꝛe the Emperour and many Ladies that were 
pzcfent to behold the honourable Turnament, The which being 
done, the twelve Knights departed the Liſts, and the Tount Pala- 
tine Prepared himlelt to encounter with the Chziſtian Knfght, (be- 
ing appointed chief Champion fo the day) who likewiſe pꝛepared 
himleik, and at the Trumpets ſound by the Her | t⸗ 
ment, they ran ſo fiercely each againſt other, that the ground lem 
ed to ſhake under them, and the Skies ta recound Ecchoes or

woult, © was conſtrained though the kozcible ſtrength of the count 
Paiatine to lean backward, almoſt befide his Saddle, wherear rhe 
Trumpets began to ſound in ſign of victs2y: but yet the valiant 
Chiiſtian nothing diſmayed, but with a courage (within whoſe 
eyeg lat Knightly revenge) ran the third time againſt rhe count 
Palatine, and by the violence of his ſtrength, he everthzxew both 
hoꝛle æ man, wherchy the counts body was lo extreamly bzuiled 
with the fall off his hoꝛle, that his heart bloos illued kozth by hig 
mouth, and his vital ſpirits pꝛeded krom the manſion of his bzeaſt, 
lo that he was koꝛced to give the wozlda farewell. 

This fatal overthzowof the count Palatine, abaſhed the whole 
company, but cſpecioily the Tartarian Emperour, wizo having no 
moꝛe Sons but him, tauſed the Liſts to be bzoken up, the Knights 
to be unarmed, and the murthered coumt to be hꝛought, by tour 
Squires, into his Pallace, where after he was diſplayed ot his fur: 
niture, and the chꝛiſtian Knight received in honour of his vitoyy, 
the woful Empcrour bathed his Sons body with tears, which dꝛop⸗ 
ped like ch2iffal pearls from the congealed blod, and alter many 
ſad ſighs hc b1eathed kozth this woful lamentation. | 

Now are my triumphs turned to everlaſting woes, from a Co- 
mical Paſtime, to a direful and bloody Tragedy; O moſt unkind 
Fortune, never conſtant but in change! why is my life deferred to 
ſee the downfall of my dear Son, the Noble Count Palatine ? Why 
rends notthis accurſed Earth whereon 1 ftand, and preſently ſwallow 
up my body, into her hungry bowelsl? is this the ule of Chriſtians ? 
for true honour to repay diſhonour? Could not baſe blood ſerve to 
ſtain his deadly hands withal, but the Royal blood of my dear Son, 
in whoſe revenge the face of the Heavens is ſtained with blood, 
and cries for vengeance to the Majeſty of mighty Jove. The 
dreadful furics, the direful daughters of dark night, and all the 
baleful company of burning Atheron, whoſe loins ſhall be girt 
with Serpents, and hair behanged with wreath of Snakes, ſhall 
haunt, purſue, and follow that accurſed Chriſtian Champion, that 
hath bereaved my Country Tartarie of ſo precious a Jewel as my 
dear Son the Court — was, whoſe magnanimous Proweſſe 
did ſurpaſs all the Knights of our recovery. 

Thus foxrowed the woful Emperor fo1 the death of his. noble 
ſon: ſometimes making the Ecchoes of his Lamentations pierce 
the Elements: anorher while foxcing his bitter curſes ts fink to 
the deep foundations of Acheron : one while intending to be re- 


venged on St. David rhe chziſtian champion, when. p W 
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intent was croff with a contrary imagination, thinking ft wa+ 
againſt the law of Arms, anda great diſhonour to his country by 
violence to oppreſs a ſtrange Knight, whoſe actions had ever been 
guided by true honour ; but yer at laſt this firm reſolution entred 
into his mind, 

There was adjoyning upon the bozders of Tartary, an En⸗ 
chanted Garden, kept by Magick art, from whence never any re- 
turned that attempted to enter; the governour of which Garden 
was a notable and-Famous Necromancer, named Ormandine, to 
which Magician the Tartarian Emperour intended to (end the ad- 
venturous champion S. David, thereby to revenge rhe count Pala- 
tines death, So the Emperour afrer ſome few days paſſed, © the ob⸗ 
ſcquies of his Son being no ſ@ner pertozmed, but he cauſed the 
chꝛiſtian Knight to be bꝛought into his preſence, to whom he com 
mitted this heavy Task, and weary Labour. 

Pꝛoud Knight Caid the angry Emperour) thou knoweſt ſince 
thy arrival in our Territozies, how highly J have honoured the, 
not only in granting liberty of lite, but making the chiek cham⸗ 
pion of Tartary, which high honour thou haſt repaid with great 
ingratitude, and blemiſhed true Nobility, inacting my dear ſons 
Tragedy: koꝛ which unhappy deed thou rightly Ha(t deſerved 
death. But yet know accurled chziſtian, that mercy harboureth 
in Pꝛintely minds, and where honour ſits enthꝛonized, there juſtice 
is not to ſevere : Although thou haſt deſerved death, yer if thou 
wilt adventure to the Enchanted Garden and bzing hither the 
Magicians head, J grant ther not onely life, but therewithal the 
crown of Tartary after my deceaſe : becauſe Ie thou haſt a mind 
furniſhed with all Pꝛincely thoughts, and adorned with trug 


Magnanimitv. 

This heavy task and ſtrange adventure not a little pleaſed the 
Noble champion of wales, whole mind ever thirſted after woꝛthy 
adventures: and lo after ſome conſiderate thoughts, in this 
manner Replyed : 

Molt high and Magnificent Emperour, (laid the champion) 
were this task which vou enjoyn me to, as wonderkul as the la⸗ 
bours of Hercules, oꝛ as fearful as the enterpriſe which Jaſon made 
fo2 the Golden Fleete, vet would Jattempt to finiſh it, and return 
with Triumph to Tartary, as the Macedonian Monarch did to Ba- 
bylon, when he had conquered part of the wide UWozld. Which 
woꝛds were no ſooner ended, but the Emperour bound him by his 


DathofKnighr:h ood, and by the love he boze unto his native 
J 2 country, 


The Honourable Hiſtory of the 


country, never to follow ether adventure, till he had perkozmed 
his pꝛomiſe, which was to bzing the Magician Ormaneines head 
into Tartarie, whereupon the Emperour departed krom the Noble 
Knight S. David, hoping never to ſce him return, but rather to 
hear of his utter confuſion, oꝛ everlaſting impꝛiſonment. 

Thus the valiant chziſtian Champion, being bound to his 
pꝛomile, wirhin thꝛee days prepared all neceflaries in readineſs 
[d2 his departure: and ſo travelled Weſt-ward, till he appꝛoached 
rhe light or the Enchanted Garden, rhe Situation whereot ſome: 
what daunted his valiant courage: fo2 it was encompaſſed with a 
Hedge of withered Thozns & Syyars, which lemed continually 
to burn: upon the top thereof ſat a number ot ſtrange and dekoz⸗ 
med things, ſome in the likeneſs of Night-Dwls, which wond2ed 
at the pꝛelence of S. David; ſome in the ſyape of Prognes tranſ: 
kozmation, fozetelling his unkoztunate ſuccets, and ſome like Ra- 
vens, that with their harſh rhwwats ring kozth hatekul knels of 
wokul Tragedies : The Element which covered the Enchanted 
garden, ſæmed to be over-{p2cad with miſty clouds, trom whence 
continually ſhat flames of fire, as though rhe Skies had been filled 
with blazing comets: Which teartul Lpectacle, as it ſeemed the 
Very pattern of heil, ſtruck tuch a terroz into the champions 
heart, that twice he was in mind to return without perſouning 
the adventure, but to2 his Oath and honour ofKnighthood, which he 
had pawned ko; the accompliſhment thereok: So laping his to- 
dy on the cold earth, being the firſt Purle and Mother ok his lite, 
he made his humble petition ro God, thar his mind might never 
be oppꝛelled with cowardiſe, noz his heart daunted with faint 
fears, till be had perfozmed what the Thraciam Cinperour had 
hound him to, the champion roſe trom the ground, & with chear⸗ 
kin loks beheld rhe Elements, which emed in his conceit to 
{mile at the enterp2ife, and cofozeſhew a lucky event, 

Ss the Noble Rnight S. David with a valiant courage went 
to the Garden Gate, by which ſteoda Rock or Stone, over-ſpzead 
wittz Mols: In which Rock by Magick Art was encloted aſwozd, 
nothing outwardly appearing but the hilt, which was the richeſt 
in hig judgment, that ever his eyes beheld, koz rhe Stel⸗wozk 
was engraven very curiouſly, belet with Jaſpers and Saphice 
Stones; the Pummel was in the faſhion of a Elobe, of the pureſt 
Silver that the Mines of Rich America bzought fozth : about 
the Pummel, was engraven in Letters ot Gold, theſe Tierſes 
allowing. My 
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My Magick ſpells remain moſt firmly bound, 

The worlds ftrange wonder, unknown by any one, 
Till that a Knight within the North be found, 

To pull this Sword from outthis Rock of ftone : 
Then ends my Charms,my Magick Arts and all, 

By whoſe ſtrong hand, wiſe Duwandine muſt fall. 


Theſe Uerſes dzave tuch a conceired imagination into the 
champions mind, that he ſuppoſed himſetff to be the Moꝛthern 
Knight by whom the Negromancer ſhould be conquered: There- 
fore without any further adviſement, he put his hand into the 
Vilt of rhe rich Swozd, thinking p2eſently to pull it out trom the 
Enchanted Rock of Ormandine: but no ſ@ner did he attempt that 
vain enterpiiſe, but his valiant courage and invincible koztitude 
failedhim, and all his ſcnſes were overtaken with a ft!dden and 
heavy lep, whereby he was fo2ced to let go his hold, and to fall flat 
upon the barren ground, where his eyes were ſo kaſt locked up by 
Magick Art, and his waking lenles dꝛow ned in ſuci a dead flum- 
ber, that it was as much impoſſible to recover himtelt krom cep, 
as to pull rhe Sun out ofrheFirmament. The Necromancer, by 
his Magick Skill had intelligence of the champions unkoztunate 
ſuctels, who lent from the Enchanted garden four Spirits, in the 
ſimilitude 4 !fkenefs of four beautiful Damſels, Which wzapped 
the 20wſie champion in a ſhect of fine Arabian lk, and convey- 
ed him into a cave, directly placed in the middle of the Garden, 
Where they laid him upon a lot bed, moze ſofter then the Down 
of Culvers: where thoſe beautiful Ladies thzough the Art of 
wicked Ormandine, continually kept him Cleeping to2 the tearm 
of ſeven years: one while ſinging with ſweet ſugered ſongs, moe 
wert and delightful then the Sy2ens Melody: another whi 
with rare conceited Muſick, ſurpaſſing the Cweetneſs of Arions 
Harp, which made the Dolphins in the Sea dance at the lound 
or his ſweet inſpiring melody; oz like the Harmony of Orpheus 
when he journeyed down into Hell, where the devils rejoyced 10 
hear his admired Notes, and on earth trees and ſtones leaped 
when he did but touch the ſilver ſtrings ol his Yvo2y harp. 

Thus was S. Davids adventure croſt with a wonderful bad 
lutceſs, whole days travels was turned into a nights repoſe, 
whole nighis repoſe was made a heavy deep, which endured un- 
til feven years were fully finiſhed, where we will leave S. _ 
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ts the mercyof the Pegromancer Ormandine, & return to themoſt 
Noble and magnanimous champion S. George, where we lefr 
him impziſonedin the Souldans tourt. But now, Gentle Reader 
thou wilt think it ſtrange, that all theſe ch2iſtian champions 
ſhould meet together again, ſ&ing they be leparated into lo many 
boꝛders of the Mozld: Firſt, S. Dennis the champion of France, re: 
maineth now in the tourt of Theſſaly with his Lady Eglantine: 
S. James the Champion of Spain, in the city of Sici! with Cele. 
ſtine, the fair Lady of Jeruſalem : S. Anthony the champion of 
Italy, travelling theUWozld, in the company of the Thracian Mai⸗ 
dens, attired in a Pages apparel : S. Andrew the champion of 
Scotland, ſeeking after the Italian: S. Patrick the champion of 
Ireland, after the champion of Scotland: S. David ot Wales 
ſleeping in the Enchanted Garden, adjoyning to the Kingdom of 
Tartary : & S. George the Famous champion of England, impꝛi⸗ 
loned in Perſia: of whom, & whoſe Noble Adventures, J mu 
a while diſcovrſe, till the honoured kame ok the other champi⸗ 
ons compels me to repozt their Noble and Pzincely atchieve⸗ 
ments,

How S. George eſcaped out of Priſon at Perſia, and how he redeem- 
ed the Champion of Wales from his Enchantment, with other 
things that happened to the Engliſh Knight, with the Tragical 
Tale of the Negromancer Ormandine. 


Dw ſcven times had froſty bearded Winter covered both 
herbs and flowers with Snow, and behung the Trees 
with chꝛyſtal Jfikles :. ſeven times had Lady Ver beautified every 
field with Matures Dmaments: d [even times had withered 
Autumn robbed the Earth of ſpzing flowers, ſince the unkoz⸗ 
tunate S. George beheld the cheerful light of heaven, but 
li bed oblurely in a diſmal dungeon, by the Souldan of Perſias com- 
mandment, as you heard bekoze in the beginning of rhe Hiſto!y : 
his unhappy koꝛtune ſo dilcontented his __ thoughts, that a 
thouſand times a year he wiſht an end ok his like, and a thouſand 
times he curſed the day of his creation: his ſighs in number did 
tounter vail a heap oł land, whole top might leem to reach the skies, 
the which he vainly bzeathed to2th againſt the walls or the Paiſon, 
many times making his humble [upplications to the * to 
redeem 
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redeem him kom the vale of miſery,# many times ſeeking 9ccafiorr 
deſperately to abzidge his days, & lo triumph in his own tragedy. 
t at laſt, when ſeven. years were fully ended, it was : 
Champions luckie foztune'ts find in a lecret tozner ot the 2unge: 
on a certain Jron Engin, which time had almoſt confumed with 
Kuſt, wherewith, with long labour, he digged himſelf a paſſage 
th2ough the ground, till he aſcended juſt in the middle of the Soul- 
dans Court, which was at that time of the night, when all things 
were ſilent: rhe heavens he then beheld beaurified with Stars, & 
bzight Cynthia, whole gliſtering beams he had not len in many 
hundzednights befs2e,i&@med toſmile at his (afebelivery, t to ſfay 
her wandying courſe, till he moſt happily foundmeans to get with 
out the compaſs of the PerfiansTourr, where danger nught no- 
longer attend him, no2 the ſtrong gates of the City hinder his 
flight, which in this manner was pertouned. Foz now the Noble 
Knight being as tearful as the Bird newly eſcapes from the Fow- 
lers Net, gazed round about, & liſtened where he might hear the 
voice of People, at the laſt he heard the Goms of the Souldans 
Stable, furniſhing fo2th Holes againſt the next mozning koz ſome 
Noble Atchievement. Uhereupon the Moble Champion ©. 
George taking the Jron Engin, wherewith he redemed hinmdcelc 
out of P2iſon,he buztt open the Doos, where he flew all the Gꝛoms 
in the Souldans Stable: which being done, he took the ſtrongeſt 
Palkrey, & the richeſt Furniture, with other necetlarics appertaing 
to a Knight at Arms, t ſo rode in great comto2t to one of rhe Ci⸗ 
ty gates, where he ſaluted the Pozter in this manner: 

Porter, open the Gates, for S. Geoꝛge of England is eſcaped, ard 
hath Murthered the Grooms, in whoſe purſuit the City is in Arms 
Tlhich woꝛds the ſimple Perfian believed fo2 truth, and ſo with 
all ſped opened the Gates, whereat the Champion ol England depart- 
ed, and left the Souldan in his dead ep, little miſtruſting his 
ſudden eſcape. 

But by that the purple ſpotted mozning had parted with her 
gray, t the ſuns bzight countenance appeared on the Mountain 
tops, S. George had ridden 20 miles from the Perſian Court, and 
before his departure was bzuted in the Souldans Pallace, the Eng- 
[iſh Champion had recovered the ſight of Grecia, paſt all r of 
the Perſian Knights, that followed him with a ſwift purſuit, 

By this time the extremity ot hunger ſo ſharply tormented him, 
that he could travel no kurther, but wag conſtrained to ſuſtain 
himſell with certain wildCheſauts inſtead of Bzead, and ſower 
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O1anges inſtead of dꝛink, and ſuch faint fwd as grew by the wa 
as he travelled, where. ge necefity and want of viguals compel⸗ 
led the Noble Kraght o v2eary forth this pittitul complaint, 

O hunger, hunger, caid the champion) moze ſharper then the 
ſtroak of death, thou art the extreameſt puniſhment that ever man 
endured ; Ik J were now King of Armenia, and chief Potentate 
of Afi, yet would J give my Diadem, my Stepter, with all m 
pꝛovintes, fo2 one ſhiver of bzown bzead: O that this Eart 
would be lo kind, as to open her bo wels and caſt up ſome tod, 
Cuffice my want: oz that the Ay2 might be choakt with miſts, 
whereby feathered toul fo2 want of bꝛeath might fall, and vield 
me {ome (1:ccour in this my Famiſhment, and extream penury: 
oz that the Oceans would our-\p2ead their bzxanched Armes, & co- 
ver thefe lunburnt valleys with their treaſures, to (atisfle my 
hunger; but Dnow J lee, both Heaven and Earth, hills anddales, 
Skies and ſcas, fiſh and fouls, birds ard beaſts, and all things 
under the cope of heaven, conlpire my utter over-thzow : better 
had it been it J had ended my days in Perſia, then here to be fa- 
miſhedin the bꝛoad woꝛld, where all things by natures appoint- 
ment are ozdained fo2 mans uſe; Now inſtead of courtly delt- 
cates, J am 2ced to cat the fruit of trees, ⁊ inſtead of G2erkiſh 
Wine, J am compelled to quench my thirſt with mozning dew, 
which nightly falls upon the blades of Gals. 

Thus complained S. George, till gliſtering Phoebus had moun⸗ 
ted the top of heaven * dzawn rhe miſty vapozs from the ground, 
whereby he might behold the poſpects of Grecia, and which way 
to travel moſt lately. Andas he loked, he eſpyed directly betoze his 
face a Tower, ſtanding upon a chalky clifr, diſtant from him 
ſome thꝛe miles, whither the champion intended to go, not to 
ſ&k fo2 adventures, but to reſt himſelt after his journey, & to get 
ſuch Uicuals as therein he could find to ſiiffice his want. 

So letting koꝛward with a ſpeedy pace, the Heavens ſemed to 
[mile, and the Birds to Ring chirping peals ol melody, as though 
they did Pꝛognoſticate a foꝛtunate event.

Godthat Chuſendom adozes, were thy Lozd nioze ſtronger then 
mighty Hercules that boze Mountains on his back, here will 
either obtain my Dinner, oz die by his accurled hand, 

Theſe wozds ſoabaſyed the Lady, that ſhe went with all ſped 
fromthe Tower, and told the Gyant,how a Chaiſtian Knighr re- 
mainedat rhe Gate, which had {won to ſuffice his hunger lu de⸗ 
ſpight of his will: whereat the furious Gyant ſuddenly 'Rarted 
up, being as then in aſound fleep,fo2 it was the middle or the day, 
who tok a bar of Iron in his hand, and came down to the Tow- 
er Gate. His ſtature was in height five yards, his head | 
like a Boꝛe, afot there was betwixt each b20w,- his eyes hollow, 
his mouth wide, his lips were like ro flaps of ſteel, in all his. pꝛo⸗ 
portion moꝛe like a devil then a man. Which dekozmed Monſter da

Champion S. George firſt gabe the honour ↄt᷑ his vicoy ut 
in whoſe power all his foztune conſited, a e“ 
er, whereas the Lady pꝛeſented 7 m with all manner of 
and pure Wines ; but the ſh Knight, [iſſpetiny 
to be hidden in her pzoffered courtelie, cauſed her fir, 
very diſh, likewiſe of his wine, left.

ture required, he ſufficed his hunger, reſted his weary body, ant

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And lo leaving the Tower ia keeping of rhe Lady he conmitt⸗ 
ted his koztune to a new travel: where his revived tpirits never 
entertained longer reſt, but tothe refreſhing of yimſelfs his hoſe, 
fo travelled he though part of Grecia, the confines of Phrygia, © 
into the bozders of Tartary, within whole Territozies he had not 
long journted, but he appꝛoached rhe light of rhe enchanted Garden 

Ormandine, where S. David the Chamienst Wales had ſo long

he afterwards rondutted him into rhe Enehanted Garden, to the 
Cave where the Champion of wales was kept pgs og four Uur⸗ 
glas finging delightful tongs, and after letting him a Chair ot 
Ebony, Ormantme thus began to relate of wonderful things. 
. Renowned Knight at arms Caid the Nexrtwnancer); tames

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worthieſt Champion, whoſe ſtrange Adventures all Se de 
in ki to tome ſhall applaud : be Clent till J have told my tale; 
fo2 never atter this muff my tongue ſpeak again: The Knight 
which thou leeſt here w2apr in this ſh&t of Gold, is a Chaiſtiarg 
Champion, as thou arr, tkprung trom'the ancient ted ot Trop; 
WMarriour, who likewiſe attempted ro dzaw this Enchante 
Swoꝛd, but my Magick ſpels ſo pzevailed, that he was intercept⸗ 
ed in the enterpꝛize, & fo2ced ever ſince to remain fleeping- in this 
Cave: but nowthe hour is almoſt come ot his recovery, which by 
the muſt be accompliſhed: thou art that adventurous Champion, 
whoſe ſnvincible hand muſt finiſh up my deteſted lite: & fend my

bud ol lweet Uirginity,audleft luch a pawn with in her Wouik, that 
befoze many days were expired, her ſhame began to appear, and the 
deceived Lady was conſtrained to reveal her mind to Floridon; 
who in the mean time had betrothcd yimfelt to wy younger Vangh⸗ 
ter, whoſe name was Marcilla no lee bealitifieb with features, 
gifr than her elder Siſter; bur when this unconſtant Floridon per: 
ccived that her bolly began to grow big with rhe biirthen of his un⸗ 
Jappyſecd, he upbralded, her with ſhame, laying diſhonour in her⸗ 
dich calling herStrumper,with many ignominsits wozds,foſwear: 
ing himſelt never to have committedany ſuch infamous derd, pꝛo⸗ 
teſting 1 — he ever ſcoꝛned to fink in womans bands, and count⸗ 
ed chamber love a deadly ſting, and a deep inkenſon to the honour 
of his Knight-hood. | 
Theſe unkind ſpeeches dzove. Caſtria into ſuch ertream. paſſion 
ef mind, that ſhe with a chamekul look and bluſhtul cheeks, after, 
this manner revealed her loꝛrows unto him: - 
What knows not Flozidon (quorh the Lady) her whom his Luſt 
nath ſtaincd With diſhonour ? See, ſee, unconſtant Knight the 
pledge 
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piedge offaithleſs vows, behold, the womb where fprings thy livel 
Image; behold this mark whick ſtains my fath&s-4hdenr houſe; ar 
ſets a ſhamefac'd bluſh upon my cheeks, always When I behold the com. 
pany of chaſt Virgins.: dear Flozidon ſhadow this my ſhame*with 
MarriageRites, that I be nor accounted a by-Worck to the world 
nor that this my babe in time to come, be termed a- baſe born Child, 
remember what plighted promiſes, what vows and proteſtations, paſt 
betwixt us, remember the place and time of my diſhonour, and be 
not like the furious Tyzars that repay love with deſpite. 

At which wo2ds Floridon with a wzathkul countenance, replyey 
in theſe woꝛds: /

kate dareſt thou our-brave me thug : J tell thee, Caſtria, my love was

WHich repꝛoachkul Coeches being no ſoner ended, Hick Floridon 
departed ber prefence, not leaving behind Him to much as a kind 
lok © whereat rhe diſtreſſed Lady being oppꝛelled with intolerable 
griek, funk down dead, not able to (peak kor a time, but ar laſt re⸗ 
covering her ſenſes, ſhe began a new to coniplain. 

I that was wont (quoth ſhe)to walk with troops of Mads mult. 
now abondon and utter tp toxſake all company, and [ek ſome £r- 
cret Cave, wherein J may fit fox evermoze and bewafl my lost 
Uirginity: Je return unto my father de will refuſe me ; ik ta 
mykriends, they will be aſhamed of me; i; to Strangers thy will 
coꝛn me: if tom Floridon, Oh he denxeth me, and attounts my 
light as ominous as the baleful Trocodiſes. © that J might in 
the ſhape of a Bird oꝛ like the raviſhed Philomela, fly every Mood 
and Ulilderneſs with my diſhanour,to2 now Jam neither a chat 
Virgin, no honeſt wife,but a ſhamelels Strumpet,and the wozlds 
vile ktoꝛn: whereat methinks, Je how vertuous © chaſt Maldens 
point ⁊ term me a vicious Dame, © untonſtant Floridon, thou 
diſt pꝛomiſe to ſhadow this fault with Marriage, but now vows, 
Ie, are vain : thou haſt fszſaken me, and tyed thy faithunto my 
Diller Marcilla, who muſt enjoy thy love, becauſe ſhe continues 
chalt without any {pot of diſhonour. Oh, wo to the unconfant” 
Knight, thy flattering eyes deceived me, and thy glozing tongue 
enticed me fo commit that in, which all the Dcean fireams can 
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never waſh a way: why rand J relating thus in vain? the deed ig 
done, and Floridon Will tri in the gore ol my virginity, while 
he lies dallying in my ſiſters Armes: Map, firſt the fatal lights of

Thus complained the wolul Caftria, roving up and down the 
Court of scythia, until the Wiſtreſs of the Night had ſpent five 
months: at the end of which time, the appointed Marriage of Flo- 
ridon and Mareilla dꝛew nig), the thought whereof proved an end- 
leſs terro2 to her heart, and of moze intollerable burthen”, than 
the pains of her Tomb, the which ſhe girded in lo extreamly fo2 
fear of ſuſpicten,and partly under colour to bying about her inten⸗ 
ded tragedy, which was in this bloody and execrabie manner ac- 
complithedand b201ght about.

being then overcome reitg a aby lumber, and with: her bodam 
pierced her tender hꝛeaſt: wha immediately at the ſtroke thereof 
ſtarted from her lleep, ⁊ gave tuch a pitiitul ſcrike,. that it would 
bave wakned the whole Couct, but that the Chamber ſad tar 
krom the hearing of company, except her bloody minded Sitter, 
whole hand wag ready to redouble her fury, with a ſecond ſtroak. 
But when Marcilla beheld the ſherts and oꝛnaments of her bed 
beſtined with purple goꝛe, and krom her bztaſt ran ſtreams. bf 
crimion blod, - which like to a fountain trickled from her bofome 
ſhe 1zearhed tozth this crack exclamation againct the cruelty:

Draw near (Catd ſhe) you blazing Stars, you earthly Angels, you 
imbroydered girls, you lovely Ladies, and flourithing: Dames of 
Stpthia, - behold her woful end, whole glories mounted to the ele- 
ments, behold my Marrage bed here beautified with Tapeſtry, con- 
verted to deaths bloody habitation,my brave attire to earthly Mould, 
and my Princely Pallaces to Elizum ſhades, being a plate appointed 
for thoſe Dames that lived and dyed. true Virgins, for now I feel the 
pains-of Dłath cloſing my lives windows, and my heart ready to en- 
rain the ſtroke of deſtiny. Come Floridon, come itrftead of Arms, 
get Eagles wings, that in thy boſom I may breath my murthered Ghoſt. 
World fare thou well, I was too proud of my -mricing pleaſures: thy 
Princely pomp and all thy gliftermg Ornaments, I muſt for ever bid 
adue. Father, farewell, with all my-masking Train, Courtly Ladies,

At theendof which words the dying Lady being faint with the 
abundance of blood that iluedfrom her. wounded breaſt, gave up

but Caſtria though the extremityot her wounds was ready to en⸗, 
tertain the (troke of her katal Siſter, who allo c2mplained in this 
manner: Hearken'to me you loving Girles, (ſaid ſhe) to vou J 
ſpeak, that know what endicts grick difloyal.and falſe love bꝛeeds 
in conſtant minds, the thought whereof is lo intollerable to my 
ſouls that exteeds the toꝛments of Dannanus Daughters, which con: 
tinually fill water in boſtomleſs Tubs in Hell. Oh that my ears 
had ne ver liſtned to his ſugred ſpeeches, noꝛ never known what 
Courtly pleaſures meant, where beauty lives a bait fot every lifts 
ful eye: but rather to have lived a Country Laſs, where ſweet 
content is harboured, and beauty ſhꝛouded under true humilit 
then had not Floridon bereavedme ot᷑ my (wert viꝛginity no! hat 
this accurſed handcommitted this cruel murther: Bit Oh!

Vertues ſhallring asfar as Phebus ſends his lights, and whoſe con- 
fancy I will maintain in every Land where I come, to be the trueſt 
under the Circuit of the Sun: At which wo2ds he taſt his eyes aſide, 
and beheld the bloody ſpecacle of the Eunudhes rragedy, which by 
Sabra was wofully dilcourled, to the grief ok S. George, where 
lad ighs ſerved koꝛ a doleful knell to bewail his untimely death: 
but having a noble mind not ſubject to vain ſozrow, where all 
hope of life ig paſt, ceaſed his grief, and pꝛepared the Uenni- 
_ — fot his Ladies repaſt, which in this ozder was 

zelled. | 

He had in his Pocket a fire-lock, wherewith he Crick fire, and 
kindled it with Sun⸗burnt Mols, and encreaſed the flame with 
other dꝛy wood, which he gathered in the wildernels: againſt which 
they roaſted the Tenniſon, t ſuifficed themſelves to their own con- 
tenkments. Alter which jopkul repaſt, theſe two Pꝛincely Perfcens 
let fozwards to their wonted Travels, whereby the hapdo guide of 
Heaven ſo condacted their ſteps, that bekore many days paſſed, 
they arrived in the Grecian court, eden upon that dab, when the 
Marriage of rhe Grecian Emperour ſhoauld be ſolemnly hoden: 
which Kopal Muptials, infounce times had been bauted into e- 
very Nation inthe Wold, as well in Europe, as Africa and A. 
ſia: at which honourable Marriage the bꝛaveſt Knights then lfv- 
ing on Earth were pꝛelent: koz golden Fame had bꝛuited the re- 
Poꝛt thereof to the cars of the leven Champions: in Theſſaly, to 
S. Dermis the champton of Franee, there remaſning with his veau- 
nous Eglantine , into Civill to Saint James the champion of Spain, 
where he. emaincd with his lovely Ceteſtine : to Saint Anthony 
the champion of Italy, then travelling into rhe Boꝛders of Scythia, 
with his Lady Roſalinde: likewiſe to S. Andrew, the champion 
of Scottand, to S. Patrick the champion of Ireland, and to S. 
David the champion of wales, who all atthie ved many memozable 
adventures in the Kingdom of Tartary, as you have heard bekoze 
dilcdurted at large. 

But now Fame, and niling Foztune conſented, to make theſr 
Knightly Atchievements to ſhine in rhe eyes of the whole wozld, 
Thercfoze by the conduction 8f Heaven, rhey generally arrived in 
The Grecian Einperdurs court: of whoſe Tilts and Turnaments 
therein verkemed, to the hongur of his Nuptials, my  weaty 
Mule ig bound ta dilcourle, CHA 
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How the ſeven Champions arrived in Grecia at the Emperonrs Nupii 
ak, where they performed many noble atchievements, and how after 
open Wars were proclaimed againſt Chriftendom by the diſcovery 
of many Knights, and how every Championdeparted into his own 


Countrey. 


T ſpeak of the number of the Knights, that allembled in the 
Grecian Court together, were a labdur ober tcoidas, re⸗ 
guiring the Pen ok Homer: Therckoze will J omit the Honour- 
able Train of Knights and Ladies that did attend him to the 
Church; their coſtip Garments and gliſtering Oznaments, ex⸗ 
ceding the royalty of Hecuba, the feautioug Queen of Troy. And 
alſo I paſs over the lumptudus Banquets, the honourable ker vi; 
tes, and delicious Chear that beautiſied rye Emperoucs Nuptials, 
with the fatcly Mask and Courtly Dances pertouned by many 
Noble Perſonages, and cb ietly diſcourſe of rhe Knightly Atchicbe⸗ 
ments ol the ſeven Champions of Chziſtendom, Whole honourg⸗ 
hie proceedings, and magnanimous Encounters have deferved a 
golden Pen tos relate: fo: aftcrtoine tew dars lycnt in chamber: 
ports, to the great pleature of the Srecian Pꝛince, the Emperour 
pꝛelently pꝛoclaimed a lolemn Jucking to be holden (2 the ſpace 
ot leben days, in the honour of his Marriage, and appointed to: 
bis chick c:,ampions the leven chꝛiſtian Knights; whoſe names 
as then were not known by anp one ertept their own actendantg. 
Agaiat the apvointed day rhe Tucnaments ſhould beg in, the 
Emperour cauled a wonderful large trame of Timber woꝛk ro be 
erected: whereon the Empreſs and his Lady might tand, fo2 rhe 
better view of the Tilters, andat pſeaſure behold the Champions 
Encounters, moſt nobly pe koꝛmed in the honour of their Biftref- 
fes: likewiſe in the compaſs oc the Lifs were pitched ſeven rents 
of ſeven ſeveral colours, wherein theſeven Chamnians might re- 
main till the lound ol the tiver Trumpets lum noned them to ap- 
pear. | 
Thus every thing prepared in readineſs,firting lo great aRapal: 
ty, the Pꝛintes and Ladies placed in their ſeats, the Emperdur 
with his new married Empyeſs inveſted on their lokty Tyꝛones, 
E#congly guarded with a hundred Aimed Knights, the Kings Þe- 
ralds ſolemnly pꝛotlaimed the Turnainents, which in this The | 
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The firlt day S. Dennis ol France was appointed chief Champion 
Anainlt all commers, who was called by the title of the golden Kr, 
Who at the ſoundot the Trumpet entred the Liſts, his Tent was 
of rhe colour of rhe Warigold, upon the top an artificial Sun 
framed, that {cemed to beautifie the whole at(embly: his hozle of 
an Iron Gay, graces witza lpangled Plume of Feathers : befoze 
him rode a page in purple lik, bearing upon his creſt the golden 
Flour de luces, Which did ugnie his Arms. Thus in this Koyal 
manner entred S. Dennis ty: Liſts: where after he had traced 
twice oꝛ thaice upand Town, 20 the open view of the whole com: 
pany, he pꝛepared himſeit in readineſs to begin the Turnament : 
ageinſt whom ran many Grecian Knights, which were Fopled 
by the French Champion, tothe wonderful admiration of all the 
bebolders: bur to be bziek, he lo wozthily behaved himſelf, and 
with ſuch koztitude, that the Emperour applauded him fo: the 
b:aveſt Knight in the TUo2ld. : 
Thus ingreat Kopalty, to the cxceding pleaſure of the Empe⸗ 
rour, was the firſt dayſpent, till the dark evening cauſed the Kts, 
to bꝛeak off company, and repair to their Nights repoſe. And the 
tiert mozning no (oner did Phoebus ſhew his [plendant bughtneſs 
but the King of Heraulds under the Emperour, with anoiſe of 
Trumpets awaked the Champions trom their ſilent deep, who with 
all ſped pzeparedtoz the ſecond days exerciſes. The chief Cham: 
pion appointed to2 that day, was the victozious Knight S. James 
of Spain: which after the Emperour and Empꝛels had ſeated 
themſelves with a (ately train of beautiful Ladies, entred the 
Lifs upon a Spaniſh Gennet, betrapt with a rich Capariſon : di: 
rectly ober againſt the Emperours Throne his Tent was pitchr, 
which was of the colour of Quick-filver, wherein was poztrayed 
many fine devices: befoze the Tent attended tour Squires, bear⸗ 
ing tour ſeveral Stutthions in thefr hands, whereon were curiouſ: 
ly Painted the four Elements : likewile he had the title of the Sil- 
ver Knight; who behaved himſelf no leſs wozthy of all Pꝛincely 
commendations than the French Champion the day betoze, The 
third day S. Anthony ok Italy was chiet Challenger in the Turna⸗ 
ment, whoſe Tent was of the colour of the Stieg, his ſted fur: 
niſhed with coltly habiliments, his Armour akter the Barbarian 
manner, his Shield plated round about with Steel, whereon wag 
painted a golden Eagle in a field or blew, which ſigniſied the an⸗ 
cient arms of Rome: lia wile he had the title of the Azure Knight. 
whoſe matchleſs Chivalry for that day, won the pzize from 2 the 
zecian 
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Gꝛetian Knights, to the great rcjoycing of his Lady Roſalinde, 
the Kingof Thracia's Daughter, that ſtill remained in Pages at 
tire, wherein (fo: the dear love the boze to S. Anthony) diſguiſedlY 
the ſtole from the court, whoſe diſcovery ſhall hereakter be expꝛel⸗ 
ſed. The fourth dap by the Emperours appointment, the valtant 
and wo2rhp Knigyt S. Audrewok Scotland obtained the honour as 
to be chiet challenger fo2 rhe turnament : his Tent was framed 
in the manner ofa ſhipſwimming upon the waves of the ſea, in- 
vironed about with Wolphins, Triconsg, © many ſtrange contriv⸗ 
ed Permatds : upon the top ſtood the pigure of Neptune rhe God of 
the Seas, bearing in his hand a Streamer, whereon was wꝛougyt 
in Crimton filk a comer Croſs, which ſeemed to be his Coun⸗ 
tries Arms: he was called the Ked Knigyr, becauſe hig ou 
was covered with a bloody vail, his worthy atchievements obtain⸗ 
ed ſuch favour in the Emperours ey?s,that he thꝛew him his filver 
Gauntlet, which was p2ized at a thoufand Po2zragues, whereafrer 
his Noble Encounters he enjoyed a ſweer repoſe. The fifth day 
S. Patrick of Ireland as chief Champion entred the Liſts upon an 
Iriſh Hobbie, covered with a vail of green, attended on by fix fl- 
vane Knights, everyone bearing upon his ſhoulder a blaming 
Tre: his Tent reſembled a Summers Bower, at the entry where: 
pf ſtood the Picture ofFlora beautified witha wyeath ofſwer (mel⸗ 
ling Roſes: he was named the green Knight; whoſe warthy Pꝛow⸗ 
eſſe ſo daunted the defendants, that betoze rhe rurnament began, 
they gave him the honour of the day. Upon the ſixth day the He- 
roiacl and noble minded Champion of Wales obtained ſtich favour 
at the Emperours hands, tbat he likewiſe was chief Challenger, 
whoentred the Liſts upon a Tartarian Pallzey, covered with a 

veil of black, to ſignifie a black and Tragical day ſhould befal to 
thoſe Grecian Knights,that durſt appꝛove his invincible fortitude ; 
his Tent was pitcht in the manner andfoyn ofa Caſtle, in the 

Weſt ſide of the Liſts, befoze the entry whereof hung a golden 

Shield, whereon was lively poztrayed a ſilver G2iftin rampant, 

upon a golden Helmet, which figniftedthe Ancient Arms ok Britain, 

is Pꝛintely atthievements, not only obtained due commenda⸗ 

tions at the Emperours hands, but of the whole aſſembly of the 

Grecian Ladies, wherewirh they applauded him ro be the moſt 

noble t. that ever ſhivered Lance, c rhe molt foxtunate-Cham- 
pion t hat ever entred into the Grecian Court. Upon the ſeventh 
and laſt day of theſe honourable Turnaments and Bot Noble 


pzoceedings, the Famous and Valiant Knight at 2 
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vl England, as chief Challenger, entred the Lifts upon a Sable⸗ 
col oured Steed, betrapt wich bars of burniſht gold, big toze — 
beau ti fied with a gozgeous Plume or Purple Feathers, krom 
whence hung many pendants of gold, bis Armour ot the pureft 
L ydfant fie: 1 net led taſt together with Cilver plates, his Helmet in⸗ 
graben vely curtauſly, beler with Indian Pearl, and Jaſper ſtones ; 
bcf31e Lis Bꝛtad⸗ꝑlate hung a filver Table in a Damast Scarke, 
tohcreon was pictured a Lyon Rampant in a blody field, bearing 
thꝛee golden C20wns upon his bead: befoze his Teat food an Jvgo- 
2y Chariot guarded by twelve colc-black F2egroes ; wherein his 
beloved Lady and Miſtꝛels Sabra, lat inveſted upon a filver Globe, 
to behold the Heroical encounters of her moſt Noble and Magna: 
nimous Champion S. George ot England: his Tent was as white 
as the lwans Fearhers, glifterig againſt the lun, Luppozted bp 
four jotnrleſs Elephants, framed ot the pureſt bꝛals, about his 
Helinet he tyed a wzeath of Uirgins hair, where hung his 
Ladies glove, which he woze to maintain her excellent gifts of na⸗ 
ture to erceedall Ladies on the earth: theſe coſtly Þabiliments 
raviſhed the beholders with ſuch unſpeakable pleaſure, that they 
{#00d gazing at his kurniture, not able to withdzaw their eyes trom 
ſojravcaly a light. But when they beheld his victorious encoun⸗ 
ters againſt the Grecian Knights, they luppoled him to be rhe in⸗ 
vinteible Tamer of that leven headed Monſter that climbed to the 
Elements, olle ing to pull Jupiter from his Thꝛone. His Stedne- 
ver gave encounter with any Knight, but he tumbled hozte and 
man to the ground, where they lay to! a time bereft offenſe. The 
Turnamenks dured koz that dap, krom the ſuns riüng, till the cole⸗ 
black evening ſtar appeared, in which time he conquera@ five hun⸗ 
d2ed of the hardieſt Knights then living in Afia, and ſhivered a 
thoufand Lanccs, to rhe wonderful admiration of rhe beholders, 
Thus were the ſeven days bzought to end by the ſeven woꝛthy 
Champions of Ch1iffendom, in reward of whoſe noble atchieve: 
ments, the Grecian Emperour being a man that highly favoured 
Knightly pꝛoteedings, gave thema golden Tre with ſeven bzanch- 
es, to be divided equally amongſt them. Which honourable Prize 
they conveyed to S. Georges Pavillion, where in dividing the bꝛanch⸗ 
es, the ſeven champions diſcovered themſelves each to other, and by 
what good koꝛtune they arrived in the Grecian court, whole long 
wiſhed fight ſo rejoyced their hearts, that they all accounted that 
happy day of meeting, the ſoykulleſt day that ever they beheld, But 
nowafter the Turnamonts were fully ended, and the Knighs reſt:

in moze Royalty than the Fhrigian Knights when they p2etented 

the Paragon of Aſia with an Enchanted Pagk, There wanted no 

in{piring Puſick to delight their cars, no pleaſant Sennets to 

ravich their tenſes, no2no curious Dances to pleaſe-their-eyes, - 
Sabra ſhe was the Miſtzels of the revels, whograted the toholeCourt 

with her excellent. beauty, which ſemed to exceed rhe ref of the 

Ladzes in fairneſs,as far the Poon furpalleth her attending ſtarg 

in a kzoſty night, and when ſhe danced; the lemed like Thetis 

tripping on the ülver lands, with whom the Sun did fall in love: 

and it ſhe chanced to mile, the cloudy Elements would weep, 

and dꝛop down. heavenly dew, as though they mourned tfo2 love. 

Therelikewiſe.remainedin the Court the fix Thracian Uirgins 
that in fozmer time lived in the ſhape of ſwans, which were as 

keautitul Ladies as ever eye beheld, allo many other Ladies at- 

tended the Empꝛels, in whole companies the ſeven Champions 
daily delighted: ſometimes diſcourſing of amorous cofircirs, o⸗ 

ther times delighting themſelves with wert ſounding Mulick: 

then ſpending the day in Banqueting, Revelling, Dancing, and 

luch like paſtimes, not once jnjuzing their true betrothed Ladies. 

But their Courtly pleaſures continued not long, fo2 they were 

luddenly daſhed with a certain news ok open UWars proclaimed a⸗ 

gainſt all Chꝛiſtendom, which fell out contrary to the erpectation 

of the Chꝛiſtian Knights. There arrived in the Grecian Empe⸗ 

rourg Pallace, a hundzed Heralds, of a hundzed ſeveralPzovinces, 

which pꝛoclaimed utter deſiance to all Chziftian Kingdoms, by 

theſe wozds. 

We the high and mighty Emperours of ' Afia and Africa, great 
Commanders both of Land and Seas, Proclaim by. general conſent of 
all the Eaftern Potentates, utter rume and deſtruction to the King- 
domes of Chriſt endome, and to all thoſe Nations where any Chriſtian 
Knights are harboured: Firft the Souldan of Perſia, in revenge of 
a bloody laughter done in his pallace, by an Englich Champion: Pto⸗ 
lomy the Egyptian King in revenge of his daughter, violently ta- 
ken away by the ſame Knight: Almidoꝛ the Black King of Morocco 
in revenge of his Queen, likewiſe taxen away by the ſaid Engliſh 


Champion ; The great Pr of Theſſaly, in revenge of his 


daughter 
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diughter, taken away by a Frenth Knight: The Kin 5 but Jetiifhl 
in revenge of his Daughter, taken 4Wvay by 4 Spatfifh Krücht!: The 
Tartarian Emperur, in revenge of his Son Count tte, - ain 
by the unhappy hand of the Champion of andles: che Thrartian Mo- 
narch, in revenge of his vain Travel aftet his ſchen Nane now itt 
keeping of certain Chriſtian gt 11 revenge of which ithuties, all 
Kingdoms from the farther parts of Pieſter J Jobtis Dbminions to the 


borders of the red Seas, haye ſent down theit Hands ad feals to be 
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efnitertaininents were as honourable as thefr hearts efired : 
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How ſeven, Champions of Chriſtendom arpiyed with all their Troops 
in the Bay of Portugal; the number of the Chriſtian Armies, atid 
how Saint George made an Oration to the Souldiers. 


'A Fer the 1even Champions of Chꝛiſten dom arrived in their na⸗ 
tive Countries, and by true repozts hadblazed abzoad ro eve- 
Tp Painces ear, the blody relolut ion of the Pagans, & how 
20vinces of Africa t Atta had muſtred up their foꝛres to 
fon ofeurope : allThiiſtianKings thenat the entreaty at : 
ons appointed mighty Armies of well appꝛoved Souldiets, oth 
Sea and Land, to intercepr the Jnfidels wicked intention. 
Likewiſe by the whole conſent of chiſtendom, the noble and 
tunate champion of England S. George, was appointed 
General, and pzincipal Leader of the Armies, and the 22 
champions were Eleced koꝛ his council & chief Aliiſtants in Al at⸗ 
tempts that appertained either to the bene of chꝛitendom, oz the 
furtherance of their Foztunate pꝛocedings. 

This honourable {War fo fired the hearts of many youthful 
Gentlemen, and lo encouraged the minds of every common ſoul- 
dier, that ſome mo2gaged their Lands, and at their own pꝛoper 
charges furniſhed themſelves : ſome fold their Patrimontes to 
ſerve in theſe honourable (Wars : and other-ſome fo2ſook Parents, 
Kindzed, Wife, Childzen, Fziends, andacquaintance, an pol 
aut conſtraint of. pꝛelling offcred themColves to follow Cer the 
General, as the renowned champion of England and to 
m fe 015 55 quarrel at their native country. To be 
ihe Stretg of every Town and city thoilg! ok Ot 
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ſpozted themſelves in the boſome of their kind Miſtrelleg, the 
fo:ward captains taken their courtly Paſtimes, and the willing 
Souldiers bad adue to their friends and acquaintance, the Spzing 
had covered the earth with a new Livery: which was the appoint⸗ 
ed time the chziſtian Armies ſhould meet in Poꝛtugal, there to 
joyn their ſeveral trops into one Legion: which pꝛomiſe cauleg 
the champions ro bid adue to their Native countries, and with 
all ſped to buckle on their Furnitures, to horſe up lailes, where 
after a ſhoꝛt time, the wind with a calm © pzoſperous Eale, caft 
them happily into the Bay of Poztugal. | 
The firſt that arrived in that ſpacious Haven, was the noble 
champion S. Gcorge, with an hund2ed thouſand couragious Eng⸗ 
liſh Soldiers, whoſe fozwardneſs betokened a koztunate ſucceſs, 
t their willing minds a joyful victo2w. His Army let in battle⸗ 
ray, lemed to counter vail the number of rhe Macedonian Soul- 
diers, wherewith wozthy Alexander conquered the weſtern wozfd, 
his hoꝛlemen being in number twenty thouſand, were armed all in 
black copſlers: cheir Lences bound about withplates of Steel, their 
Stgds covered with Mail thꝛee times double: their colours were 
the kanguimnetrols, cuppoꝛted by a golden Lyon : his ſturdy Bow⸗ 
men, whole conquering grayGooſe wing in koꝛmer times hath ter⸗ 
rifcd the circled earth, being in number likewile twenty thouſand, 
clad all in red Mandilians, with caps ol the lame colour, bearing 
therdon likewiſe aſanguine croſs, being the tric badge and hon⸗ 
nour of Cng land: their Bows ot the ſtvongeſt ew, k their arrows 
of the loundeſt ach, with kozked heads of ſteel, and their feathers 
bound on with green war and twiſted ilk. His Pugsketriers be⸗ 
ing in number ten thouſand, their Yuskets of the wideſt boze, 
with Firelocks wzought by curious wozkmanſhip, yet of ſuch 
wondertullightneſs, that they required no reſt at all to caſe their 
right aiming Armes. His caliver ſhot likewiſe ten thouland of the 
(maller timbꝛed men, hut pet of as couragious minds, as The 
talleſt Souldiers in his Army, His Pikes + Bills to guard the 
waving Enſigns, thirty thouſand, clad all with gliſkering bright 
Armour: likewiſe followed ten thotufand labouring Pioners if 
occaſion ſerved, to undermine ny town oz caſtle, to intrench 
Foꝛts oꝛ Sconces, o to make a paſſage thꝛough Bills and Poun⸗ 
tains, as wozthy Hanibal did, when as he made away 'fo2 bis 
Souldiers though the lofty Alpes, that divide the countreys of 
Itily and Spain. 4 5 . 
The next that arrived within the Say of Portugal, was the 


uncelo 
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Pꝛintely minded champion S. David of wales, with an Army of 
fifty thouſandof true born Britains, furniſhed with all habiliments 
ok ddlar, to ſo noble and Maliant a ſervice, to the high renown of 
his countrey, and true honour of his Progeny : their Armour in 
richneſs nothing inferiour to the Engliſh mens : their cowurs 
were a golden croſs, ſuppozted by a ilver Gziffin: which (cur⸗ 
cheon fignifted the ancient Armes of wales, for no ſooner had S. 
George light of theZlaliantBritains, but he cauſed his Bugketticrs 
peſentiy to entertain them with aUolly of ſhot, to exp2eſs their 
happy and joyful welcome to ſhoꝛe, which ſpeedily they perfo2med lo 
couragioufly with luch a ratling noyle, as though the Firmament 
bad burſt in lunder, d the Earth made Eccho to their thundzng 
melody. But noſoonfr were the Skies cleared from the ſmoak 
of the reaking Powder, and that S. George might at pleaſure dif- 
tern the Noble &t Wagnanimons Champion of wales, who as 
then rode upon a milk-white Bobby in filver Armour, guarded 
with a train of Knights in purple Ueſtures: bat he grected S. * 
David with kind tourteſies, y. — accompanied hum to the Englith 
Tent, which they had erecedcloſe by rhe Pozt ſide, where for that 
night thetc two Champions remained, ſpending the time with 
unlpeake{c picaſure ; and ſo upon the nert day after, S. David 
departed to his own tent, which he had cauſed to be pircht ſome 
guarter ot a League rom the Engliſh Army. 

The nerd that arrived on the kruitkul Saiiks of Portugal, was 
DS. Patrick, the Noble Thampion ol ſreland,with an Armylike- 
wiſe of fifty thouland, attired alter a ſtrange and wonderful man⸗

Patrick to the Engliſh Tent, where the thꝛee Champions of England 
Wales, and Ireland, paſſed away the time with exceeding great Roy-; 
alty, laying down plers haw to pitch their Camps to the mot dif-: 
advantage of the miſbeljevingEnemy,and ſetting pecfec directions 
which way they wer e beſt to march, and luch like devices fo2 their 
own ſatetics, and the'benelit of Chꝛiſtendom. The 
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The next that landed on the Banks of Portugal, was ©, An- 

drew the woꝛthy Champion of Scotland, with thigſroze thouland 
of well appꝛoved ſouldiers : his Hozſemen, the bold adventurous 
Galloways; clad in quilted Jackets, with Lances et the Turkiſh 
faſhion, thick and ſhozt, bearing upon their Beavers the Armes of 
Scotland, which was a comer croſs ſupported by a naked Uirgin:; 
ig Pikemen the ſtitt and hardy men ol Orcady, which continually 
Ive upon fcezing Mountains, the Jde Kock e the Dnowie Uailies; 
his hot the lightlosted Pallidonians, that if occaſion be, can climb 
the pighett Hill, and fo2 nimblenets in running over⸗goe the 
(wilt kooted Stag. Thele bold adventurous Scottiſh men in all 
fo wardnels, deſerved as much hononour at the Engliſh Cham⸗ 
pins hands as any other Nations betoze, theretoze he comand⸗ 
en bis ſhot on their firſt entry on Land, to give _ a Noble 
Entertainment, which they pertozmed moſt — ly, and alſo 


_ conducted S. Andrew to the Engliſh Tent, whereatter he had gi⸗ 
ven S. George the courteſie of his countrey;departed to his Tent, 
which was diſtent from the Englich Tent a mile. 

The nert that arrived was S. Anthony the champion of Italy, 


with a band of fourſcoze thouſand bꝛave Italian Souldierg mount- 
ed on warlike courſers ; every Hozſeman attended on by a naked 
Negro, hearing in his handa ſtreamer of watcher Silk, with the 
Arms of Italy thereon let in Gold, every kootman furniſhed with 
appꝛoved furniture in as ſtately manner as the Cngliſhmen, who 
at their landing received as Royal an entertainment, as the other 
Nations, and likewiſe S. Anthony was as highly honoured by 
the Engliſh Champion, as any ol the other chziſtian Knights. 
The nert that arrived was S. Dennis the victorious champion of 
France, witha hand of fourſcoze thouſand, After him marched 
Dukes of twelve ſeveral Dutedames, then under rhe Government 
or the French King, every one at his 9wn proper coft and charg⸗ 
ts maintained two rhouſand ſouldiers in thele chuftian Mars: 
their entertainments were as glorious as the reſt. 

The laſt ok the ch2iftian champions that arrived upon the kruit⸗ 
kul Banks of Portugal, was the magnammous Knight S. james 
of Spain, with a band likewiſe of fourſcozethouſand ; with him he 
bꝛaught krom the Spaniſh Mines ten tun of refined Gold, only 
to maintain ſduldiers in the defence of chauiftendom ; who no 
fooner Landed with his troops, but the ſir champtons. gave him 
the honourable welconre of a Couldier, and 0:dajned a Lolewmn 
Banquet for che general Armies, whole nenn ber juſtly 2 
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the true cauſe of Iſraels Anointed not againſt nature toclimbto the 
heavens,as Nimrod and the Gyants pzoffered in toꝛmer time: hut 
to event the Jnvaſion of chuſtendom, the ruine of Europe, and 
the intended overthzow of all thiiffian Pꝛobmtes ,the bloody mind⸗ 
ed Infidels have muſtered . peut ons, in numbers like blades bf 
Iris, that grow upon the ng Downs of Italy,- o; the fats 
of Heaven in the coldeſt Winters night, protecting to fl dur 
countries with ſeas of blood, roſcatter our ſtreets with pages be 
limbs, and convert our glorious tities into flames of quenchlecg 
fice : Theref e dear cduntty⸗ men, lide not toſee gut Ch) 
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one with me hulld upon this Prinrelp reſolution: For Chriſtendom 
we Fight, For Chriſtendom we hve and die. This (der Aſics 
Ozatton 
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Dꝛation was no ſwner finfſhed, but the whole Army with a gene⸗ 
ral voice cried, to Arms, to Arms, with victozious George of 
England: Which noble reſolution of the ſouldiers, ſo rejoyced the 
Engliſh chWpion,t likewiſeencouraged the other chziſtianKnights 
with ſuch à koꝛwardnels or mind, that they gave [peedy command: 
ment to remove their Tents, and to march with eafie journeys 
towards Tripoly in Barbary, where Almidor the black King of Mo- 
rocco had reſidence : in which travel we muſt leave koꝛ a While the 
ch:iſtian Army, and ſpeak of the innumerable Trops of Pagan 
Knights, that arrived atone inſtant in the Kingdom of Hungary, 
and how they fell at variance in the Election ot a General: which 
civil mutiny cauſed much-effuſion of blood, to the gtrat hurt both 
of Africa and Aſia, aghere followerh,

Of the diſſention and difcord that hapned amongſt the Army of the 
Pagans in Bungaty; the Batrel betwixt the Chriſtians and the 
Moors in Barbary; anghow Almidoz the black King of Morocco 
was ſodden to death in the Cauldron of boyling Lead aud Brim- 
tone. 


TW ireful Pagans after they had levied their Martial kozces 

both by lea d land repaired to their general place of meeting, 
thereto conclude of the utter ruine or chziſtendom: foi no ſooner 
could dUinter withdꝛaw his chil kzocſt krom the earth, and Flora 
took poſſeſſion of his plate, but the Bing dom of Hungary ſuffered 
erceſiive penuryzx thzough the numbericſ's Armies of accurſed 
Infidels., being their appointed place of meeting: koz though 
Hungary of all other Sountreys both in Africa and Afia, then was 
the richeſt and plentikulleſt ok Uicuals to maintain a Camp of 
men, yet was it mightily over⸗pꝛeſt and greatly burthened with 
multitudes, not only with want of neceſlaries to relieve ſouldt- 
ers, but with extream cruelty of thoſe blody minded Milcreants, 
that tyꝛough a civil diſcozd which happened amongſt them, about the 
Election of a General, they converted their union to a moſt inhu⸗ 
mane laughter, their triumphant victo2y to a ditmal blody trage- 
dy: fo2 no ſooner arrived their Legions upon the Plains of Alger-

Of Armenians, one hundred and Fifty thou- 
ſand. Of Matedoniang, two hundred and ten thouſand. Of Si⸗ 
racuſians, Fifteen thouſand fix hundred. Of Hungarians three 
hundred and fix thouſand, Of Sicilians, ſeven thouſand three 
hundred, Of Stythians, one hundred and Five thouſand. Of 
Parthians, ten thouſand and three hundred. OfPhyygians, ſeven 
thouſand and three hundred. Of Ethiopians, ſixty thouſand, Of 
Thꝛatians, fourſcore thouſand. Likewile from rye P2ovinces of 
Preſter John thiee hundzed thouſand of unconguered ights, 
with many other petty Dominions and Tubedomes, whoſe num⸗ 
— — this time, leſt J ſhould ſem over tedious to the 


But to couclude, ſuch a Camp of Armed ſouldiers arrived in 
Hungary, that might in one Poneth have deſtroyed Chziſtendom, 
had not God defended them from ti,oſe Barbaroics Nations, and 
by his invincible power confounded the Pagans in their own 
pꝛactices: fo no ſooner had the Heraulds pzoclaimed though the 
Camp what a number of Nations ſoyned in arms together, but 
> > Souldiers fell at diſſention one with another,abour rhe election 
ot a General: ſome vowed to follow none but the King of Jeru- 
ſalem : [ome Ptolomy the Egyptian Ring: and ſome the Souldan 
of Perſia, either to perſevere in their own wills, oz to loſe their 
lives in the lame quarrel, 
Thus in this manner, parts were taken on all ſides, not on⸗ 
lp by the meaner ſozt, but by Leaders £ Tommanders of; Bands; 
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whereby the Kings and Potentates were fozced to commit their 
wills to their Souldiezs pleaſure, This civil byoy! fo diſcourage 
the whole Army, thar many withdewrieir kozces and pꝛeſently 
marched homewards, as the King of Morocco with his Tawny 
Mos, and cole black Negars: likewiſe the Souldan of Perſia, 
Ptolciny the Egyptian King, the Kings of Arabia and Jeruſalem, 
every one departed to their own countries, curfing the time they 
attemgꝑted acſtſo vain an enterpzize. The reſt not minding to 
pochet up abuſeg, fell from bzawling boaſts to down-right blows 
whereby grewtuch (harp and blody War,rhar it coſt moze Souldi⸗ 
ers lives, then the civil Mutiny at the deſtruction of Jeruſalem- 
Which vartel by the irekul Pagans continued without ceaſing fo2 
the ſpace of thꝛer days, in which encounters, the murthered Inä⸗ 
dels, like ſcattered com, over-ſp2cad rhe fields of Hungary: the 
trititfiol Ualleys lay dzownedin purple goze: the fields ot con 
conſumed with flames of fire: their Towns and citries ruinated 
with waſting war; wherein the Fathers were ſad witneſſes of 
their childzens laughters, and the Sons beheld theiy Pazents re- 
verend hairs, moze white tben tzyed filver, belmeared with clodded 
blod: there might the Bothers lee the harmelels Babes bozn 
up c down the ets upon Souldiers Lances: there might they 
le their ſilken ODznaments r rich Attyꝛe in vols ok blood lie (wim- 
ming up aud down : there might they \& the bꝛains of honeſt 
Danics and pure Uirgins dacht againſt hard flinty ſkones: there 
might they ſ& their courtg and Palaces by Souldicrs burned to 
the Gꝛound; there might they lee how counſello2s in tbeir Scar⸗ 
let gowns lay burning in the fire: there might they lee how kings 
E Qucens were arm in arm contumed to aſhes: there might they 
behold + ſec how melted Gold in choaked Sinks lay every where: 
there migi;t they ſe the blodieſt Tragedies that ever eye beheld, 
and the wokulleſt news that ever chiiftians cars heard rold. In 
rhis long and blody war, oneſucking child was not lekt alive to 
tepoꝛt the ſtoꝛy to enſuing ages, no nat a Souldfer to carry Arms 
thoughout the Kingdom of Hnngary, lo juſtly was the vengeance 
ok God thꝛown upon the heads of theſe misbelieving Milcreants, 
that durſt attempt to likt their hands againſt his true anointed 
Nations :fo2 no doubt but the invincible Army of Pagans had 
ruinated the bozders of Europe, had not the mighty hand of God 
with his unſpcakable mercy been ch:itendoms defence,and- con- 
founded the Jnfidels in their own civil dars, which bloody and 
range overthꝛow ol thoſe unchtiſtian people, let us fo2 ever bury

who bearing true chuſtian minds, within their hearrs contimu⸗ 
allv, pittied, har boured, vonchſafed to grant mercy to thoſe that yeil- 
ded their lives to the pteaſure of the chziſtian Knighrs: but when 
S. George had intelligence of Almidors appꝛoach with his weak- 
ned Troops, he preſently pzepared his ſouldiers- in. readineſs to 
give the Mooꝛs a bloody Banquet, which was the. next Mozning 
by bzcak of day pertozmed, to the high Honour of Chaiſtendom : 
but the night betoze , the Mozs knowing the touutry better then 
the chꝛiſtians, got the advantage both of Wind © Sun: whereat 
S. George being ſomething: diſmayed, bur yet not diſcouraged, 
imboldned his Souldiers, with many heroical ſpeeches, pꝛotker⸗ 
ing them kranckly the enemies ſpoils, and ſo wich the Suns up- 
riling entred Battle, where the Mooꝛs fell bekoze the chuſtians 
Cwo2ds, as ears of con beto2e the Reapers ſickles. N 
During this tonſlic, e ſeven champions ſtill in the kozekront 
of the Battle, ſo adventiiroiifly behaved themſefves, that they lle w 
moze Negars then a hundꝛed ol the bꝛaveſt Knights in the chꝛiſttan 
Armies. At laſt Foztune intended to make S. George's 
to ſhine bꝛighter then the reſt, ingled out the Morocco Ring, be⸗ 
twirt whom and the Engliſh champion, was a long and dange⸗ 
rous Fight : but S. George l couragioufiy behaved himſelf with 
his trulty Twoꝛd, that Almidor was conſtrained co pield to his 
mercy, The Army of the Moꝛs leing their King taken Pyiloner, 
don would have fled: but that the chꝛiſtiang being the lighter 
of foot, overtook them, and made thegreatetflaughter or then that 
ever happened in-Barbary. - --- — IX 11102 
Thus after. the Battle ended, and the ſopful found of Udo» 
rung though the chiiſtian Army, the ſouldierg furnifhed.them- 
telves with rhe Enemies ſpoyls, and marched by 8; Georges. di- 
rection to the city oł Tripoly, being then almoſt, unpeopled though 
the late laughter which was there made: in which city alter theyhad 
reſted ſome days, & refreſhed themſeleves with wholſom efood,

by the Morocco King, gave t (evere ſentence, of death. 
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Firſt, he commanded a bzazen Cauldzon to be filed with boyl⸗ 
ing Lead and Bzimſtone : then Almidor to be bꝛought to the place 
ot death by twelve of the Nobleſt Pers in Barbary, therein to be 
conſumed, fleth, blood, and bones: which was duly perkozmed 
within ſeven days following. The B2azen Cauldzon was ereced 
by the appointment ot S. George, directly in the middle of t 
chieteſt Market place, under which a mig ey hot fire continually 
burned, tor the ſpace of eight and forty yours: whereby the boy- 
ling Lead and Bꝛimſtone leemed to ſparkle like fiery Furnzces in 
hell, and the heat to exceedrhe burning Oven at Babylon. 

Now all things being thus prepared in readinels, and the Chzi⸗ 
{tian Champions pyeſent to behold the woful ſpenacle, the con- 
demned Black- a- more King came to the place of Ere:utiou in a 
ſhirt of fine Indian (ilk, his hands pynioned together wirh a chain 
ot gold, c his face covered with a Damagk ſca:t, his attendants 
and chick conducters twelve Mooꝛs, Peers, clad in ſable owns of 
Taffaty, carrying befoze him the whel of Foztune, with the pi- 
ture of an Uturper climbing up, with this Motto on his beat, 
I will be King in ſpight of Fortune: upon the top of the & heel rhe 
pictureofa Monarch vaunting, with this Motto on his beast; 1 
am a King in ſpight of Fortune: Laſtly, on the other ſide of the 
Wheel, the Picture oz perfect Image of a depoſed Potentate, 
falling with his head down-wards, with this Motto on his bzeaſt, 
{have been à King while pleaſed Fortune: which plainly ſignificd 
the chance ol dar, and of inconſtant deſtiny : his Guard was a 
hundzed Chꝛiſtian Souldiers, holding Foztune in disdain: after 
them had attended a hundzed of Morocco Uirgins in black Ozna⸗ 
ments, their hair bound up with ul ver TWpzes, and covered with 
Uteyls of black Silk, ügnikping the forzow of their Countrey koz 
the lolg ot their Soveraign. Tn this mournful manner tame the 
unkoztunate Almidor to the bopling Cauldzon ; which when he 
came near, his heart wared cold, and his tongue devoyd of urte⸗ 
rance fot a time, atlaſthe habe fozth ints theſe earne Paoteſta 
tiong, poffering-moze ko; his like, then the whole King of 
Barbary could pertozm. | | | 
Moſt mighty and invincible Champion of Chriſtendom (qutoth he) 
let my life be ranſomed, and thou ſhalt yearly receive ten Tuns of 
Tryed gold, five hundred webs of woven filk, the which our 
Indian Maids ſhall fit and fpin with filver Wheels: a hundred 
Ships of Spices and refined Sugar ſhall be yearly paid thee by our 
Barbar y Merchants: a hundred Wagons likewiſe laden with Pg

an Meal: myfood was loathlome fleſh of Rats and Mite, and 
mp reſting place à diſmal Dungeon, where neither Sun no2 the 
chearfultight of Heaven lent me comfozt during my leng contin: 
ued milery: fo2 which inhumane dealing and poffered injuries 
the Heavens inkorte me to aſpeedy revenge, in this man⸗ 
ner ſhall be accompliſhed. | 

Thou ſceſt the tozment pꝛepared fo2 thy death, this bzazen 
Cauldzon filled with boyling lead and bzimftone,- wherein thy 
curſed body ſhall be ſpcedily caſt, and boiled till thy vereſted limbs 
be conſumed toa watry ſubſtance in this 5 : there⸗ 
foze pꝛepace thyſelf to entertain the violent ſcroße ok death, and 
willingly bid all thy Kingly dignities karewel: but vet J let 
thee underſtand, that merc Yartoirs in a chuſtiang any 
where mercy dwells there kaultg are — — upon ſome : 
ble penſtence: though thy Treſpaſs del erveg no pity but ſe- 
dere nt r: on there confiderationsJ will grant the 
liberty of like: Frft, that thou wilt forfake thy Gods T 
and Apollo, which be the vain imagination of men, and e 
in our true and evertiving God, under whole banner we Cheifi- 
anz have takrn in 1.47 Setondly thou thalt give 
commandment, that an thy us Nations de Thuſtenedin 
rhe Faith of Chalk. Thirdiy, and lay, that rhyrhnce King 
- domes of Barbary, Morocco, and India, Lwear true Allegiance 
to all Chziſtian Kings, and never to bear Arms, but in the 
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quarrel cf Chʒiſt and his ar nointed Nations, Thele things du⸗ 
ly obſervev, thy lite ſhall be pzelerved, and thy Liberty 
obtained, otherwiſe lok to2 no mercy but alpeedy and moft ter⸗ 
rible death. | 

Theſe wozds moze difpleaſed the unchziſtian King of Morocco, 
than the lentcnce ot his condemnation, whereupon in rheſe biet 
ſpeches he ſet down his relolution. 

Great Potentate of Europe (replyed Almidor) by whoſe mightineſs 
Fortune ſits fettered in the Chains of power, my Golden Diadem, and 
Regal Scepter by conſtraint I muſt deliver up: but before I for ſake my 
country gods, will endure a hundred deaths; and before my couſcience 
be reformed to a new faith, the earth ſhall be no earth, the Sea no 
Sea, the Heaven no Heaven, Thinkeſt thou now proud Chriſtian, by 
thy threatned torments, to make me forget my Creator, and believe in 
thy God the ſuppoſed King of the Jews, and baſely born under an 
Oxe's Stall? No, no, accurſed Chriſtians, you oft-ſpring of Cain,

fcourge you for-your cruelties, proffered againſt his bleſſed worſhip- 
ers: now with this deadly curſe I bid you all farewell: the plagues 
of Egypt light upon your kingdom: the curſe of Tain upon your 
Children, the famine of Jerulalem upon your friends, aud the mi- 
ſery of Dedipus upon your ſelves. 

This wicked reſolutiou t baleful curſe, was no toner ended by 
the deſperate minded Almidor, but the impatience ox S. George 
was lo highly moved, that he gave pꝛelent commandment to the 
appointed Executioners to caſt him into the bopling Cauldzon ; 
which incantinently they pertozmed to the terrour of all the Be⸗ 
holders :'Toſx this wokul ſpectacle, the Battlements of the tem- 
ple were ſo thꝛonged with 1215 the houles covered with women 
c childꝛen, ⁊ the Streets filled with armed Sguldiers that it was 
a wonder to behold: amongſt which multitudes there were ſome 
particular Pezſons, that at the ſight of Almidors death fell down 
and bake their necks , but the general number, as well of Pa- 
gans as Chaiſtians cryed with chearkul voices, Honour and victo- 
ry follow Saint George of England, for he hath redeemed Barbary 
from a miſerable ſervitude. . (hich joyful hearing ſo delighted the 
ſeven Champions of chziſtendom, that they cauſed their conduits 
to run with Wines, the Strets to be beautiſted with — 
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andaſumptuous Banquet to be pꝛotlaimed thoꝛow the City, which 
afrer continved koꝛ the ſpace of ſeven days, in moze magnificent 
Royalty, than the Banquet at Babylon when the Macedonian Mo- 
narch returned trom the worlds conqueſt. 21 

The champions Liberty pꝛocured ſuch faithful love in the hearts 
of the Morocco Peers, that with a general conſent they choſe S. 
George fo2 their lawful King, where after they had 1 ed him 
in the Pꝛincely Seat ol the Morocco Potentate they ſet the crown . 
upon his head, & after pꝛeſented him with an imperial pail, which 
rhe Kings ot Barbary uſually woꝛe upon their cozonation day, pꝛo⸗ 
teſting to foꝛſake their pꝛophane Religion, and be chziſtened in the 
kaith ołChziſt. 

This pzomiſed con verſion ok the Infidels, moze delighted the 
Englich champion, then to have the whole Wozlds honour at 
command: koꝛ it was the chiefe(t point otihis Knightly Dath to 
advanse the Faith of chziſt, and to enlarge the baunds of chꝛi- 
ſtendom: akter his coronaton was lo ſolemnly perkozmed, the o⸗ 
ther ſir champions conducted him to a pꝛincely Palace, where he 
took true allegiance of the Morocco Loꝛds, by plighted oath to be 
true to his crown : afterrhis he effabliſhed the chziſtian laws to 
rhe benefit of the whole countrey : then he commanded all the ce⸗ 
remonious Kites ot Mahomet to be rrodden under feet, and the 
true Eoſpel of chꝛiſt ro be pꝛeached: likewiſe he cauſed all that did 
remain in Barbary to be chʒiſtned in rhe new Faith: but rheſe ob- 
ſervations continued but a time, as hereatter ſhall be diſcovered 
at large: koꝛ tame not intending to let rhe woꝛthy champion long 
to remain in the idle bowers ol peace lummoned them to perſevere 
in the Noble Atchicuements, t to muſter up anew their Souldi⸗ 
ers, whoſe Armour canckered caſe had almoſt ſtain d with ruſt: 
therekoꝛe S. George committed the Government ot his country, 
to four of the puncipal Peers of Morocco, t marched towards the 
countryof Egrpt, Where lived treacherous Ptolomy, the Father of 
hig beloved Ladysabra, whom he had lelt in the Kingdom otEngland : 
In which Journey and happy arrival in Egypt, we will leave the 
ſeven champions koꝛ a time, and ſpeak of the caithleſs Infidels in 
Barbary, after the departureot the chꝛiſtians, whoſe kozmer Hon- 
ours they lightly regarded: Foꝛ no ſooner had S. George with his 
Martial Troops bidden their country adieu, bur rhe faithleſs 
Mooꝛs reconciled themſelves rotheir former Gads, and purpoſed 
a ſp2edy revenge koz the death of Almidor, againf all chuſtians 
that remained within the limits of that Heathen Nation: Fo) L 
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there were many ſouldiers wounded in the late battel, likewiſe a 
number oppꝛeſled with ſicknels, which the Chziſtian Champions 
had leit behind foz their better recoveries: upon whom the barba⸗ 
rous Mooꝛs committed their firſt ryranny : fo2 they cauſed the 
diſtreſled Souldiers to be dꝛawn upon ſleds to the uttermoſt parts

The bloody minded Negars violat- 
ing both Daths and pꝛomiſes be foꝛe plighted to S. George, by vio- 
lence let upon the Merchants Houle, where firſt they made a Mal- 
ſacre ot his Servants, and befoze his face caſt their dead bodies 
to hunger ſtarved Dogs : then coming to the Merchant, they 
bound bim faſt with hempen coꝛds, to the ſtrongeſt polt in his houſe, 
endafter took his childꝛen, being ſeven of the good[:eft boys that ever 
nature framed, whom they likewiſe tyed round about him: then 
one of the Moozs being crueller then the reſt, p2offered to

This reſolution of the Engliſh Perchants Mike, cauſed the 
ſtern Negar to exceed in cruelty, but the pꝛincipal of that wicked 
company, being a bloody and mercileſs Tyzant, ſtabbed one of 
the filly childꝛen befoze the Mothers face.

we Uertuous Wife, ſpake in this manner:

Theſe wo2ds picked the Negars to the gall, and cauſed them to 
tommit the wickedeſt Werd th7t ever was practiſed under the Ce- 
leſtial Globe of Heaven: Firſt they ſheathed their Poniards in the 
beaſts of all the Merchants Childzen, whole guiltieſs blood ſtain⸗ 
edall the chamber with a crimlon colour, then with their Fauchi⸗ 
ons did they tut their bodies all alunder, and cauſed ſeven pies to 
be made of their fleſh, and after ſerved in a banquet to their wokul 
Parents, whom the mercileſs Moors ſet at a ſquare Table, the 
Merchant placed direcly oppoſite againſt his wife, where were 
tonſtrained either to keed upon their own childzen,o2 ſtarve koꝛ want 
ok other ſuſtenance. 

This woful ſpectacle crook ſuch a grief into the Engliſh :

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At which N griet᷑ ſo exceeded the bounds of reaſon, that 
it ſtayed the pallage ol yer bxeath, whereby ſhe was kozted to yield 
er (oul to the Paradiſe of Peate. She En ſooner dead, but the 
o2rowful Merchant likewiſe bitterly exclaimed againſt the in- 
juſticeof Foztune, and the Tyzannyot the Barbarous Moors, at⸗ 
caunting his Deſtiny moe hapleſs than the Thracian Kings, that 
buried his childzen in his own. bowels : and the cruelty of rhefe 
Inũdels to exceed the Tprannpof Nero that cauſed his Mothers 
Momb to be opened that he might behold the place of his concep- 
tion: but when the Merchant had ſufficiently bewailed the mur⸗ 
der of his Childzen, the deathof his wite, and his own milery, 
he yielded his Soul to the furious ſtroke of death. The end of whole 
long languiſhments, when the wicked Moors had intelligente ok, 
they cauſed their dead bodies to be carried to the top of a high 
mountain, and there left foy the prey or hungry Ravens: But the

D Vring the time ok the blody murder wꝛought by theBarbarous 
Moors upon the Engliſh Merchant and his Uite,' with his 
[even childzen, as you heard in the toymer chapter, the champt- 
ons ol chꝛiſtendom arrived upon the territozies of Egypt, where 
theyſuppoſedto have adventured their lives upon tye chance of 
war: bur ail things fell out contrary to their expectations: found 
the Gates ofevery city let open, and every Uillage and Town un- 
yeopled, fo2 rhe commons at the repoꝛt of the chi ſtians Arrival, 
lecretly hid their Treaſure in the Taves of the Earth, in dep 
Wells, and ſuch like obfcetire places, and a general kear and extream 
derccur ede iled the Egyrtians, ag well the Peers of the * 
e 
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the ſimpleCountrey people: many fled into woods and wildernefſes» 
and cloſely hidthemſelves in hollow Trees: many digged Caves 
in the ground, where they thought beſt to remain in latety: and 
many fled to high Mountaing, where they long time lived in great 
extremity, feeding upon the als of the ound: ſo greatly ther gyp - 
tians feared the Army ol the Thaiſtians, that they expected nothing 
but the ruine of their Countrey, with rhe lots ot their own lives, 
and the murder of their wives and Childzen, 

But to ſpeak of the Chziſtian Champions, who finding the 
Country deſolate of people, ſuſpected ſome deep policy ot the Egyp- 
tians, thinking them to have muſtred their warlike kozces to bid 
them Battell; theret2e St. George gave commandment thzough 
the whole Camp, that nor a man, upon pain of death chould bzeak 
his Rank,but march adviſedly with their weapons ready p2elt to

ſeven pears J lived in great extremity in a diſmal Dungeon 
where the Sun did never give me light, no2 the company of people 
tomkoꝛt: Jn revenge W ſhall never reſt in quiet, 
till J ſee the buildings ok his Palace ſet on fire, and converted 
into a place of deſolation, like tothe glorious city in Phrygia: now 
over-ſp2ead with 11 and loathſome puddles : there⸗ 
fozelet all chꝛiſtian Souldſers , that fight under the Banner of

Ar which wozds th? Souldiers gave a general ſhout, in ſign 
of their willing minds, Then began the Cilken Streamers to 
fiouriſh in the Air, the Duins chearcully to found fozward, the 
ſiilver Trumpets recoꝛded Echoes of Uictozie : the barbed Steedg 
g2ew pꝛoud of this attempt, and would ſtand upon no ground 
but leapt and danced with as much courage, as did Bucephalus the 
Hozle of the Macedonian Alexander al waſes before any notable 
 Uictopy; yea, every thing gave an evident ſign of good ſucceſſe, as 
wellſenſeleſs things as living creatures, 

With this reſolution marched the chꝛiſtians, purpofing the utter 
confuſion of the Egyptian, and the wotul ruine and deſtruction of 
Ptolomies ſumptious Palace, But when the Souldierg appzoach-

. Theſe wozds were no ſsoner ended, bor with a wꝛathkul and 
pale countenance, ſhe ſheathed the Bopinſard up to the Hill in the 
cloſure of his haſt, whereat he (tarted,andwould have got upon 
fect, but the freams of blood ſo violetirly guſhed kzom his . — 
that he declined immediately to the Earth; and his foul was foxced 
to give the Wozld a doleful adiew. 

UUhen Sabra beheld the bedof Miolets Cained with blood, and e⸗ 
very flower converted toa crimſon colour,ſhe ſighedgricvoully : bur 
when the ſaw her garments all to be — 1 with "rm 2 
blood, æ he lay wallo wing at her ket in Purple De 
unto aflowing Fountain, that ſtood in the eld 
chard, & began to wath the blood out of her clothes, but ——— 
waſhed, the moze it increaſed: a ſign that Heaven will 4 ſuffer 
wilkul murder to be hid fo2 what cauſe ſoe ver ft is done, 

This ſtrange ſpectacle, oz rather wonderful accident, ſo amazed 
the ſo220wfrl Lady, that ſhe began anew to complain: D that this 
wicked Murder had never been done (ſaid ſhe) oꝛ that my hand had 
been ſtrucken lame by ſome _— bores w frttit di —— 
the deed! Whither hall Ek by, wd me kzom the to 
vertuous JJ; which wi 75 evermo2e _ me as a d 8 
Murderer ? I ld go into ſome Fozrat 2 
— — caſt, — cance fo: my guilt: | 5 mou my de 
in Woods & ſolitary 8, yet would the wind diſcover me 
and blow this bloody crime ts every corfier of the UWozld : o; if Y 
ſhould go live — caves,o — — in the deepfonndation 
of the Garth, yet will 2 rſue me and haunt me 
and night; lo that in no place a Murderer can livein reſt, 
contented thoughts ſhall ſtill $ his mind. Afrer ſhe had 
thed fozth this comfoztleſs lamentation to the Air, ſhe toze her 
blood-ſtained Garment from her back, and caſt it into the Fountain, 
where it turned the water into the colour of blood, ſo hainous is 
murder in the ſight of Heaven. 

Thus being diſrobed into her Petty*coat, ſhe turned to the

which added moze guet unto her ſoul, fo2 ſhe greatly feared her

By this time the day began to 
Hat ug his bzight windows, and ſable night entred to take pollec⸗ 
lion on the earth, yet durſt not the wokul dillrelled Sabra, make her 
_ home wards, leſt ſhe ſhould be delcried without her upper Gar. 
ment. | | 

During which time, there was a general ſcarch made koz the 
Earl by his Servants, koz they g1eatly ſuſpected ſome danger hay 
befallen him, conſidering that they heard him the night bekoze fo 
wokully complain in his Chamber. At laſt, with Toꝛch⸗lights they 
tame to the Oꝛchard Gate; which they pꝛelently burft open: where⸗ 
in no ſooner entring, but they kound their Murdered Maſter lying 
by a bed of Uiolets,rovered with Mols: likewiſe ſearching to find 
out the Murderer at laſt they eſpyed Sabra in her bare Peticoat, her 
hands and face beſprinkled with blood, andher countenance as pale 
as aſhes : b aun War they lulpecked her to be the bloudy bereaver 
ok their Log and Malters lite:therekoꝛe becauſe ſhe deſcended four 
a noble Linage, they bzought her the lame night befoze the King, 
which did then keep his Court in the City of Coventry : who jmme- 
diately upon the conteſſion of rhe Murder, gave this ſevere judge- 
ment againſt her. $6. 

Firſt, tobe conveyed to Priſon, there to remain fo2-the term ot 
twelve months, and at the end thereok, to be burnedlike a moſt wick: 
ed ocfender: Het becaiiſe ſhe was the Daughter to a King, and a 
Loyal Lady to ſo Noble a Knight, his Maſeſty in mercy granted 
her this favour, that if ſhe tould get any Knight at Arms, betoze 
the time were expired, that would be her champion, and by Com- 
bate redeem her krom the fire, ſhe chould live, otherwiſe /e her Cham- 
pion were vanquiſhed, then toſuffer the koꝛmer puniſhment. 
Thus have you. heard the diſcourte of all things which happen⸗ 
ed till my departurefzom England, where J left her in Pꝛilon, and 
fince that time five moneths are tully expired: rheretoze, moſt re⸗ 
nowned Champion, as you love the like of 1 — Lady, and wiſh 
her delivery, make no tarriance, but with all ſpeed poſt into Eng- 
land, for J greatly fear, befoze you arrive on the blelled ſhoꝛe, the 
time will be finiſh2d, and Sabra ſuffer death fo2 want of a Champi⸗ 
on to zefend her cauſe. - 

This doleſul diſcourſe dzove St: George with the other Knights 
and Chundions, to ſuch an extaſie of mind, that every one 
peparted to their Lodging Chambers with dumb figns of 3 
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being not able to ſpeak one wrd; where for that night they 
lamentedthe mich wor fo verraouza Lady. The Egyptian King 
her kather, he abandoned the ſighrok all como mies: ang repaired 
to the top oł a high Tower built of Birble Stone, wherein he 
barred himſelfſofat ith Jron Bolts, that none could cone 
within the hearing of his Lamentations: then raged he uß anz 
do wn like krantick Oedipus, tearing his eyes tpom their Natural 
Cells, accufing Heaven of J1jutice, condemning carth of Ini⸗ 
quity, andaccurſing man {or tuch an ereccable Crime; one while 
withing that his Daughters birth-day had heen her Butial⸗day: as 
nother while that ome unlucky Diancr would delcend the firma⸗ 
ment, and tall upon his milecavle heag. Being in this extream 
paſſion, he never haped to lee his Daughters countenance again: 
andlo about Midnight, being a time when Deſperate men practiſe 
their own deſtruction, he cact himtelk headlong from the top of 
the Tower, and byoke his Meck, and all beſpunkled the Flinty 
Pavements with his blood and Bꝛains. | 

No ſooner was the night vaniſhed, and bzight Phoebus centred 
the Zodiack ot Heaven, but his bwuiſed body liveleſs- and ſenſe- 
leſs, was found by his Servants lying in the Palace⸗vard all 
beaten in pieces againtche ground, Tye wotul news of this lelk⸗ 
willed Murder they pꝛelently told to certain Egyptian Knights, 
who took his lcatrered Limbs and carried them to S. Georges 
Chamber, whom they found arming himlelk for his departure 
towards Eugland: but ac this w3ul Loectacte he took a ſecond con- 
ceited griek in ſuch. ercream mmnerc, that it had almoſt 
colt him his lite, but that the Egyptian Knights gabe him many 
comfortable ſpceches, and by the conſent of many Dukes, Earls, 
Lows, and Barons, with many other or the late Kings Puby 
Council, they elected him the rrue luccceeding Ring of. Egypt, . by 
the Marriage ot Prolomies Daughter: which Kopal 487 St. 
George rełufed not, bur took upon him che Regiment ok the whole 
Country; ſo that to2 achut tim? his ſournep towards England 
was ſtaved, and upon the third day following hig Coꝛonation wa 
appointed, dogich they ſolemaly percozmed, to the hinh honour 
all the Chziſtian Champisas, t92 the Egyptian Peers cauſed St. 
George to be apparelled in oval veſtures like a King, he had on a 
ſuit offlaming G2cen, like an Emerauld, and a mantle of Sear- 
let veryrichly furd, ano wartght carioulo with Gold: then the o⸗ 
ther fic Champions led him uß to the Rings TYRE, and ſer him 
in achair ok Ebonp, which had pammets of Silver, which food 
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upon an Alablaſter Elephant; then came the of the greateſt 
Lo2ds in Egypt, and let a Crown of gold upon his head; then fol- 
lowed rhe Knights witha Scepterand a naked Swozd, to ſigni⸗ 
fie that he was chief Governour of the Realm, and Lozd of all that 
appertained to the Czown of Egypt. This being perkoꝛmed in 
molt lumptuous and ſtately manner, the Trumpets with other 
Inſtruments began to ſound, whereat the general company with 
joyful voices crpedaltogether, Long live St. Geozge, true Champion 
for England, and King of Egypt. Then was he conducted to the 
Royal Palace, where (oz ten days he remained among his Lows 
and Knights, ſpending the time in great joy and pleaſure : the 
which being finithed, his Ladies diffreſs conſtratnedhim to a ſud- 
den departure: therekoze he left the guiding ot his Land to twelve 
Foyptian L92ds, binding them all by Math to deliver it at his re⸗ 
turn : likewiſe charging them to inter the body of Ptolomy in a 
ſumptuous Tomb befirting the body ol ſo Royal a Potentate: Al⸗ 
ſo appointed the fix Champions to raiſe their Tents, and Muſter 

a new their Souldiers, and with all ſpeed march into Perſia, and 
there by Dint of bloudy war revenge his tozmer injuries upon the 
curſed Souldan, 

This charge being given, the next mozning by break ol day he 
buckledon his Armour, mounted on his ſwift fored (ted, and bad 
his friends in Egypt fs2 aſcaſon adue; and ſo in company of the 
Knight tbat bzought him that unlucky news, he tok his Journey 
with all ſpeed toward England; in which travel we will leave him 
fo2 a time: Alſo paſſing over the ſpeedy p20viſion made by the Ch zi⸗ 
ſtian Champions in Egypt, fo2 the Fnvaſion of Perſia, and return 
to ſoʒrowkul Sabra being in puſon, awaiting each Minute to re⸗ 
teive the final ſtroke ot impartial death: fo2 now had rhe rowling 

lanets bzought their years Journey to an end: yet Sabra had ys 
ntelligente of any Champion that would defend her cauſe, there: 

e ſhe pꝛepared her delicate body ro receive her lateſt bzeath of like. 
The time being come, ſhe was bꝛought to the place oł Execution, 
whither ſhe went as willingly, and with as much joy, as ever ſhe 
went befoze time unto her Marriage: ſhe had made humble lub 
miſſion to the WWo2ld,and unteignedlycommitredher Soul to God, 
She being at the ſfake, where the King was pꝛelent with ma⸗ 
ny thouſands, as well of wokul perlonages, ag of common people, 
to behold this wokul Tragedy, the deaths man ſtripping off þ 
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Garment, which was of black Sarcenet, and in her Snow white 
Smock bound her with an Jron Chain unto the Stake: then 
placed they round about her tender body, both Pitch and Turpen- 
tine and Gunpowder, with other mercileſs things, thereby ts 
make her death the moze ealle, and her pain the ſhoꝛter: which be⸗ 
ing done, the King cauſed the Hereuld to ſummon in the challen- 
ger, who at the ſound of the Trumpet came tracing in upon a ro- 
an coloured Sted without any kind of mark, and trapped with 
rich Traplings of Gold and pꝛetious tones of great pꝛice: there 
came fo2th at the Hozlſe mouth two Tuskslike unto an Elephants, 
his Nolſtrils were very large and big, his head little, his hea 
{omewhat bꝛoad, well picht, and lo hard that no Swozd, were it 
never ſo ſharp, was able to enter in thereat. The Champion was 
called the Baron of Cheſter, a bolder and hardier Rnight they 
thought lived not then upon the face of the whole Earth: he ſo ad: 
Tanced himſelf up and down as though he had been able to encoun- 
ter with an hundzed Knights. Then the King cauſed the Herald 
to ſummon in the Detendant,ifthere were any to defend her cauſe : 
both Dꝛums and Trumpets ſounded thee leveral times up and 
down the fields: betwixt every reſt, was a full quarter of an hour, 
but yet no defendant did appear: therefoze the King commanded 
the Exetutioner to let the Stake on fire, 

At which wozds Sabra began to gzow pale as aſhes, and her 
Joynts to rremble like to Aſpen leaves; her Tongue that befoze 
continued ſilent, began to recoꝛda Swain⸗like dying tale, and in 
this manner uttered rhe paſſion of her heart: Be witneſs, Heaven 
and all your bright Celeſtial Angels: be witneſs Sun and Moon, all 
true beholders of my fa& : be witneſs thou clear Firmament, and all 
the world, be witneſs of my innocency:the blood Iſhed was for the ſafe- 
guard of my Honour and unſpotted chaftity ; great God of Heaven, if 
the prayers of my unftained heart may move thy mighty Majeſty, or my 
true innocency prevail with thy immortal power, command that either 
my Lord may come to be my Champion, or ſad beholder of my Death. 
But if my hands were ſtamed with the blood about ſome wicked enter - 
prize, then Heaven ſhew prefent vengeance upon me, clſe by ſome 
Noble Champion ſave my body alive. At which inſtant ſhe heard the 
ſound of a ſhzil Trumpet, the which St. George cauſed to be wind- 
ed (fo2as then he was near :) which cauſed the Execution a while 
to be deferred. At laſt they beheld atar offa ately Banner waving 
in the Air, the which a Squire carried befoze St. George; then 
they eſpyed near unto the Banner a molt valſant armed — 

mounte 
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mounted upon a cole black Palkray, with a Warlike Lance Cand- 
ing in his ret: by which ſudden appꝛoach they knew him to be the 
fame Champion that would delend dhe diſtrelled Ladys like. Then 
the Ring commanded the Dꝛums and Trumpets to tound: Hherez 
at the pẽople gave a general ſhaut, and the poo? Lady halt dead with 
frar began to revive, and her bluſhing Checks to be as beautiłul as 
red Roles dipt in Milk oz as blood mingled with now. But when 
St. Gcorge àppꝛoached the fight of his conſtant Lady, whom he 
found cteined to a Stake, incompaſled with many inltruments ol 
death, his heart ſo relented with grief that he almoſt kell beude hig 
Mozle: pet cemembzing wheretoze he came he recalled his courage 
and intended to try his koztune in the Combate, betoze he would dil⸗ 
cover himſelf unto his Lady, And when the Trumpets founded 
Deaths Alarum,the two Knights let Spurs to their Ho2{cs, and 
made them run bo fiercely, that at the firſt encounter they ſhivered 
voth their Lanceg to their hands, then ruſhed they together lo ri⸗ 
gozoullly with the Bodies and Helmets, that they fell down both 
to the Earth: but St. George who was the moe luſty Knight, nim⸗ 
bly leapt uon his fret o ithout any hurt, but rhe Baron of 
Cheſter {ay ſtill with his head downwards, caitng trom his Mouth 
abundance of blood, foꝛ he was mightily briffed with the fall, bur 
Wien he revive from his Trance, he took his ſhield, dꝛawing out 
a mighip Fauchicn, and with a wrathful countenance ran ar Sr. 
George. Now, pꝛoud Knight (quoth he) 4Lwear by all the Saints 
of Heaven, to revenge my blood which thou halt thed: and there- 
withal he ſtruck lo violently upon St. Georges Shield, that it cleaved 

quite alunder. Then began he to wax angry, and took his ſword 
in great wꝛach and gave the Baron of Cheſter luch a ſtroke, that 
he cut away Arm and Shoulder and all the fieſh of his ſide to the 
bare Ribs, and likewiſe cut his Leg almoſt clean aſunder, in the 
thickeſt place of his Thigh, and yet koz all that the Lwozd :entred 
half a foot into the earth: then tell the Baron or Chefter to the 
ground, and bzeathed kozth this lamentable cry: 

Now frown, you fatal Stars,eternally : that did pꝛedominate at 
my birth, {o2 he is ſlain and vanquiſhed, that never ftoopt to any 
Knight betoze this day: and thereupon the blood (topped the paſſage 
ot his ſpeech, and his ſoul went flying to Elyſum: whereat the 
whole company admired and applauded Saint George for the moſt 
tortunare Knight in the Wozid : Then the King delivered Sabra 
with his own hands to St. George, who moſt courteouſly receiver 
her, and like a kind Knight caſt a Starlet Mantle over her ow, 
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 Perſu, to the other Chziſtian Chavipions,. whoſe dangerous jour: 
ney, and ſtrange adbentires you may read iu this Chapter foltow- 
ing. amen ho. 
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How Saint Geozge in his Journey towards Perſia, arrived in a Country 
inhabited only by Maids, where he atchieyed-may ſtrange andwon- 
derful Adventures: alſo of the Ravithment of ſeven Virgins in a 
Wood, and how Saba preſer ved her honour from a terrible Gyant. 


After S. George with his vertuous Lady departed. krom Eng 
fand, and had travelled though many Countries, taking 
their direc courſes towards Egypt, and the confines of Perfia, 
where the other ix Champions remained with the Warlike Legi- 
ong: at laſt, they arrived in the Countryof the Amazonians, a 
Land inhabited by none but Women : In which Region St. Ceorge 
atchieved many bzave and Pyincely Adventures, which are 
molt wonderful to rehearſe, as after is declared: koz travelling 
up and down the Country they kound every Town and City delo⸗ 
late of people, pet very Cumprrrouſly built, the Earth likewiſe un⸗ 
rifled, the Paſtures uncherſfhed, and every field overgrown with 
weeds: whereby he deemed that ſome ſtrange accident had bekallen 
the Country, either by Mar, oz mortality of ſome griepous 
Plague, kor they could neither let eye of Man, Woman, no2 Child, 
whereby they were fozcedto keed upon Roots, and inſtead bt bꝛave 
Palaces, they were conſtrained to lie on bzoad Paſtures, upon the 
bant ks of Mols, and inſtead of Curtains of ilk,” they had black 
and dark clouds to cover them. 2 : ( 
In this extreamity they travelled up and down koꝛ thirty 
but at laſt ft was their happy foztunes to arrive befoze a rich Pavlli; 
on, ſituated and ſtanding in the open fields, which ſeemed, to be 
the moſt glorious ſight that ever they beheld, koꝛ tt was wꝛought of 
the richeſt Wozk in the Wozld,all of green and Crimſon Satten, 
bodered with Gold and Azure, the Poſts that bare it up were 
of Jvo2y, the co2ds of green ſilk, and on the top thereot there 
an Cagle of Gold, and at the two coners two green Silver G 
fons thining againſt the Sun, which \ſemedin richneſs to er 
the Monument of Mauſolzs, being one of rheUiozlds twelve Mon⸗ 
bers. They had not there remained long, admtring at the beauty 
of the Mozkmanſchip, but at the Entry or rhe Pavillion eh 
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peared a Maiden Quern Crowned with an Imperial Diadem, who 
Was the kaireſt creature that ever he law. On her attendeg 
Amazonian Damts, bearing in their Hands Silver bows of rhe 

-urkiſh Faſhion, and at their backs hung Nuivers kulb or Golden 

rrows, upon their Heads they woze Silver Tozonets, betet with 
Pearls and pꝛetious Stones: their Attire romely and gallant : 
their Faces fair and gentle to behold, their Fo2cheads plain and 
white, the Tramels ot their Hatr like burniſh Gold: their dzows 
fmal and pꝛoper, ſomewhat dꝛawing to a lnown colour, their Uit- 
age plain, neither too Long no2 too Round, but coloused like Roſes 
mixt with Lillies, their Roſes long and ſtraight, their —_— 
cheeks ſomewhat Smiling, their Eyes lovely, and all the reſt of 
their parts and Lineaments, by nature framed moſt excellent, who 
had made them in beauty without compare: The Queen her [elf was 
cloathed in a Gown of Gꝛeen, ſtraight girt unto her body with alace 
of Gold, ſo that ſomewhat her Round and Lilly white bzeaſt might 
be ſeen, which became her wonderful well: beſide all this ſhe had on 
a crimſon Kirtle, lined with Miolet Uelver, and her wide lee ves 
were likewileof Gzcen Silk, embꝛoydered with Flowers sk Gold, 
and with rich Pearls. When St. George hadſufficiently beheld the 
heauty of this Maiden Queen, he was almoſt entrapped.in her love, 
but that the dear afectton he bare to his own Lady pzevented him, 
whom he would not wꝛong fo2 all rhe trealureg betwirt the highe(t 
Heaven and the loweſfEarth. At last, he alightedfrom his Horſe, 
and humbled himſelf unto her Ercellency, and thus courteoully be⸗ 
gan to queſtion with her after this manner. 

Molt divine and fair of all fairs, Queen of ſweer beauty Caidhe) 
let a travelling Knight obtain this favour at your hands, that both 
himſelf and his Lady whom you behold here wearied with rravel, 
may take our reſt within your Pavilion fox a night: Foz we have 
wandzed up and down this country many a day neitherſging man 
togive us doing, noꝛ finding food to cheriſh us, which made us 
wonder that lo bꝛave a countrey, and ſo beautiful with natures 
Ozaments as this is, ſhould be left deſolate of people, the cauſe 
whereof is ſtrange J know, and full of wonder, 

This queſtion being courteoufly demanded by St. George, tauſed 
the Amazonian Queen as kindly to reply: Sir Knight, quoth ſhe,

ſhall theſe cruel Chriſtians know, that as I lived in Tyranny, fo will I 
dye: for I will make a murther of my ſelf, that after this liſe, my 
angry Ghoſt may fill their ſleeps with ghaſtly viſions. 

This being laid, he deſperately ran his head againſt a Marble 
Pillar, ſtanding in rhe middle of the dungeon „x daſht his bjaſas 
trom out of his hateful Head: the news of whoſe death when it 
was butited in the Champions ears, they pꝛokered na violence to 
bis liveleſs body, but intombed him in a lumptuous Sepulchze, &

tended their lights, S. Georges honour was bzulted: and not 
only his matchleſs adventures charactered in Bꝛazen Tables, but 
his Martial exploits painted in every Temple: ſo that the Hea: 
then Poers contrived Hiſtoztes of his deeds, and famouled his 
Name amongt the IMoꝛthies of the wozld. . 1

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Ty then did Darius with his Perſian ſouldiers towards the camp oft 
time⸗wondzed Alexander. But when the Chaiſftian Champions ap- 
Cries the ſight of the watry wozld, and began to go aboazd 

ir ſhips, the earthſeemedto mourn at their farewells, and rhe 
ſeas to rejoyce at their preſence, the Waves couched as ſmooth as 
tyſtal Ice, andthe winds blew ſuchgentle gales, as though the 
ſea Gods had been directoꝛs ol their tit, the Dolphins danced a- 
bove the water, & the lovely Mair⸗Malds in multitudes lay dally: 
ing amid{ the ſtreams making them delightful paſtime : the 
Skies ſeemed ro ſmile, and the lum to ſhow a gliſtering brightneſs 
upon the chꝛyſtal waters, that theſeaſeemed to be Ulver. 

Thus in great pleaſure they paſſed the time away, committing 
their foꝛtunes to the mercy of the winds and the waters, who did 
lo favourablyſerve them, that in ſhoꝛt time they arrived upon the 
banks of Chziſtendom: where being no looner come on ſhoze, and 
paſt the dangers ol the ſeas, but S. George in pꝛeſente of thou⸗ 
lands ok his followers, kneeled down on the ground, and gave 
God pzaiſe fo his happy arrival, by thefe woꝛds following : 

O thou omnipotent Godol new Jeruſalem, we not only give ther 
tondign pꝛaile, fo2 our late Atchie ved vicoꝛies againſt thy Enc- 
mies, who by their wickednels [eek daily to pull thee from thy ce- 
leſtial Thꝛone, but alſo do render the heartythanks, that haſt de⸗ 
livered us ſafely from the fury of the raging feas, that otherwiſe 
might have dzenchedus in her devouring gulf, as thou didſt Pha- 
raoh withhis golden Chariots, and his invincible Legions : there- 
ſoze great King of Juda, under whole Name we have taken many 
things in hand, and have atchieved ſo many victozies, grant that 
theſe true Obligations ok our thankful hearts may be acceptable in 
thy fight, which be no fained ceremonies, but the inward devoti⸗ 
ong ot ourfouls : andtherewithalletting fall a ſhow! of tears from 
their eyes, and diſcharging a valley of fighs from their bzealts, 
as aſignification of the integrity of their ſouls, he held his peace: 
then gabe he Conimandment that the army ſhould be diſcharged, 
and every one rewarded acco2ding to his delert, which within ſe- 
ven werks was perfouned,to the honour of Chziſtendom, 

After this S. George earneſtly requeſted the other ix champi⸗ 
ons that they would honour him with their p2eſence home to his 
country of England, and there receive the comfozt of joxkul caſe, 
after the bloody encounters of lo many dangerous battels.

J leave to ſpeak of the turious workmanchip of the Pinactes that 
were framed all of the pureſt Jeat, pummelled with til ver and Jal⸗ 
per ſtones: And Jomit the pendants of gold, the tcutchions of 
Pinces, and the Arms ok Tountreys that beautificd her Tombe, 
the diſcourſe whereof requires an Omtours Etoquence, 02 apen of 
gold dipt in the dew of Helicon, fo wing from Parnaflits Hill, where 
all the Buſes ds inhabit.

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old man in the height of his ertremity- delivered, 

J was in my fozmer Years (whilſt Fo2rune [miſled upon my hap- 
pyneſs)th? pzincipal Commander and chiet owner of a certain oun⸗ 
tain, of ſuch wonderful and pzecious vertue, that it was valued 
to be wozth the King dom of India: the water thereof was lo ſtrange 
in rhe operation, that in four and twenty hours it would convert 
any mettal, as Bzals, Copper, Jron, Lead, oz tin, into rich re⸗ 

fined Gold: the ſtony Flint would turn into pure filver, and any 

kind ol Earth into ercellent mertal. By the verrue whereof, J 
have ma de tle leaves of trees a flouriſhing Fozreſt of Riches, and 
the blades of graſs valuable to the Jewels that be fond in the 
Country of America. ; 

The vertue whereof was no looner bruited through the Woyld; 
but it cauſed many foreign Knights to try the adventure, and by 
force of Arms to bereave me of the honour of this Fountain. 

But at that time nature grated me with one and twenty Song, 
whereof ſeven be pet living, and the only comfozr of my age: but 
the other kourteen (whom frowing Fortune hath bereavedme of) 
many a day by their valiant prowels and matchlels fortirudes te:

The Champions with great admiration gave car tg the range 
diſcotirſe of thts reverend Jew, and intended in requſtal of his ex⸗ 
traoꝛdinary kindneſs to undertake this adventure. And the moze 
to incourage the other, St. George began in this manner to utter 
his mind, ſpeaking both to the Jew their Holt and his valiant fel: 
low Champions. 

J have not without great wonder (moft reverend and courteous 
old Man) heard the {range diſcourſe of thy admirable Fountaine, 
and do not a little lament that one ofſo kind and liberal a diſpoſition 
ſhould be dil pollelſed of ſuch exceeding riches, neither am J lels oth, 
that fo inhumane a Monſter and known enemy to all courteſie an 
kindneſs ſhould have the fruition of ſo exceding great Treaſure ;

You Maguanimous Knights of Chriſtendom, whoſe true Nobiliti cs 

hath» circled the Earth with repoits of Fame, whoſe bare feet for the 
love of ot ſweet Saviour, hade ſet more weary ſteps upon the parched 
Earth, then there be Stars within the golden Canopy of Heaven, return, 
return into the bloody Fields of War, and ſpend not the Honours of 
your time zn this ceremomous mamer, for great things by you muſt be 
accompliſſſed, ſuch as in time to come ſhall fill large Chronicles, and 
Cauſe Babes as yet unborn to ſpeak of your honourable Atchievements. 
DT Ard you chaft Maidens that ſpend your time in the ſervice of God, 
even by the plighted promiſe you have made to true Virgimry, I charge 
you to furniſh forth theſe warlike Champions with ſuch approved Fur- 
niture as hath been offered to this Royal Sepulchre, by thoſe travelling 
Knights, which have fought under the Bammer of CEriftendom.
